More than two million American sol- 
tfl«rs crossed the Atlantic that they 
might help fight the battle of civilisa- 
tion and defeat the selfish ambitions 
of the people of the German nation. 
I crossed the ocean In a convoy which 
carried some thirty thousand of these 
men, and for nearly fourteen days It 
was my privilege to share with them 
the dangers of the sea and the dan- 
gers of the German submarines. I saw 
these men crowded Into the bold of 
small ships that they might the more 
quickly go to the rescue of that civili- 
sation for which we were fighting; 1 
saw them as they were tossed about 
by the terrific sens driven by gales that 
reached a maximum of 100 miles an 
hour; I saw them die of exposure as 
the seas beat in upon them ; I saw their 
bodies consigned to the waters of the 
broad Atlantic; in the convoy with 
which I crossed one of the ships went 
down In the storm, carrying with It 
nearly five hundred of these Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

And these things happened because 
the German people had run amuck, 
driven to It by a selfish ambition for 
world domination and loot. 

Are these people to escape a Just 
retribution? Are they to escape pay- 
ment? 

I saw In Europe the mourning rel- 
atives of women and children who 
had perished In the Irish sea because 
of the depredations of a German TJ- 
boat. These women and children were 
traveling in a merchant ship on peace- 
ful errands, but they were sent to 
their deaths without wanting, and 
witliout any opportunity of being 
savt'd. 

Must Pay for Many Crimes. 

Should the people who were respon- 
sible for these deaths of women' and 
children escape without punishment 
for their crimes? 

That civilization which defeated the 
Huns will demand that Germany pay 


man money, be nmlgned the task of 
rebuilding the destroyed cities and 
towns and villages so far as that can 
be done. Germany was able to do 
without the constructive labor of mil- 
lions of her men while they were en- 
gaged In destroying these cities, towns 
and villages, and now let her continue 
to do without this (jonstnictlve labor 
while her men rebuild that which they 
haye so wantonly destroyed. Ger- 
many’s men have been satisfied to 
work at the destructive trade of the 
soldier for the meager pay of a Ger- 
man soldier, and now let them be em- 
ployed at constructive work In the sec- 
tions they have destroyed, for the 
same meager pay, and this to be paid 
by Germany. 

The German people have stolen from 
Belgium and France much of the ma- 
chinery and other valuable and port- 
able property they found In the invad- 
ed districts. Much of the stolen ma- 
chinery Is running today In German < 
factories, and with It the German peo- 
ple are earning a livelihood while the 
people of Belgium and northern France 
are Idle because of a lack of oppor- 
tunity. German employers are pre- 
pared to reap a trade harvest as soon 
as they are again allowed to enter the 
field of world trade because they have 
this machinery. With It they can cap- 
ture the markets that have been held 
by the French and llelginn employers, 
who have been put out of business by 
the depredations of Germany. 

The Immediate return of this stolen 
machinery and other property should 
be forced, and where Its return Is not 
I possible It should be replaced with 
equivalent machinery from German 
factories, and the machinery and prop- 
erty destroyed should be replaced In 
the same way Just so far as that Is 
possible. 

Forco Payment for All Damage. 

These methods will pay but a small 
part of the debt of the Geramn peo- 
ple to the world, but they will aid In 
some degree In undoing what the Huns 
have so ruthlessly done. Along with 
those should be a money compensation 
for the nations that have suffered so 
cruelly at the hands of the German 
nation and the German people. A mon- 
ey compensation the payment of which 
should be extended over a period of 
many, many years, that not only the 
present, but future generations of the 
German people may learn, from the 
effort that is needed to pay, that self- 
ish, wanton war is unprofitable. 

Judging from the German prisoners 
with whom 1 talked in France, I do 
not believe that the Germans are today 
a repentant people. They feel that 
they ore tctoporarlly a defeated peo-

T he world is unwilling that 
any shred of Information 
about the personal life and 
public career of Abraham Lin- 
coln, the war president and martyr of 
now more than half a century ago, 
■ball be lost. Books and monographs 
fleallng with the character and the 
opinions of Abraham Lincoln multiply 
from year to year. 

The Boston firm of publishers, 
Houghton Mifflin company, some time 
■go sent the well-known artist, Lester 
Hornby, to lllinolB to make a series of 
■ketches of the places associated 
with the memory of Lincoln In his 
home state. Some of these drawings 
were published In the Century Maga- 
zine, and they appear In the volume. 
Issued by the publisbers named, with 
the title ”l.incoln in Illinois.” The 
writer of this book Is Octavia Rob- 
erts; she is a native of Springfield, 
HI., the city that will ever be associ- 
ated with the memory of the great 
president. 

Excerpts from this book appear up- 
on this page with one of the Hornby 
drawings. 

In the volume the reader sees Lin- 
coln as a young man achieve one of 
his first triumphs. The story Is well 
told, as the following quotation will 
show :

A new labor-saving device employed 
by a pulp manufacturer Is a big re- 
volving drum In which a number of 
logs are placed and tumbled about oo- 
tll all the bark has been removed, pre- 
paratory to grinding them up for pulp. 
Thla method of handling, says Elec- 
trical Experimenter, doea away with 
the task of removing the bark with 
knives. The drum is 80 feet long and 
about 10 feet In diameter, and la cou- 
posed of angle-iron strips fastened lA- 
slde metal hoops, one edge of each 
strip projecting inward and throwing 
the logs ahuuL Not only doea tha 
drum dlspeusa with tha labor of aav- 
eral men, but It saves a coaslderabla 
amount of wood which la wasted by rw 
movlnf tha bark la tha ohl.way. Tha 
labor involved In handllBg the toga la 
further reduced by wflug a conveyor 
which brings tham |a the dmas and 
t^nSan them ahwA^

ttelurn of the New England troops 
from (Europe will be hastened nian> 
weeks, possibly months. If evorybod> 
in Massachusetts continues to save 
food. 

In explaining this assertion, Jame:' 
J. Phelan, Aa.sistant Fbod Admlnlstru-' 
tor, points out that the boys are bo 
Ing kept In Europe to prevent disoi 
der there, and as disorder la brough. 
on by hunger, a suOlcicncy of food wih 
result in a return of normal condi- 
tions and of New England boys to 
their homes. 

"We must either feed the hungry 
populations of Europe or. maintain n 
largo force there to supproFS an- 
archy,’’ said Mr. Phelan. "If for nc 
other than a selfish motive. It is good 
business policy to Iced rather Ilian 
police or fight the hungry nations 
now in the throes of Holshovlsm." 

"More than 200,000,000 hungry Eu- 
ropeans," he continued, '"are now de- 
pendent upon the United States for 
fusten.anco. In Northern Uusnis 
alone it seems Inevitable that many 
millions will he left to their own re- 
sources, which means actual starva 
tion for large numbers. Belgium. 
Serbia, Greece and the nations re- 
leased from the yoke of Austria, a tota’ 
population of 60,000,000, want bread 
and fats. They are dependent al- 
most eclusively upon imports. This 
means that a part of our food must 
be sent to them. 

"Behind these figures, representing 
as they do the hungry, lies disorder 
or anarchy. In order to meet this 
condition armed forces must be at 
hand. But It can be met by a more 
ir'telllgent method by the' feeding of 
I he hungry. Contlnuancy of conser- 
vation here will accomplish this. By- 
keeping stedfastly to this course of 
nclicii order can be restored in Eu- 
rope and with its restoration boys of 
the New England divisions will be 
able to return as well as those of 
other parts of the United States." 

WOMEN RENEW PLEDGE. 

More than 200,000 Massachusetts 
women have promised the State Food 
Administration to “carry on" in the 
work of conservation until, with the 
next harvest, sufheient food is avail- 
ab’e for every home in Europe ns well 
as in America. 

The pledge, as given by the mem- 
bers of the Boston Women’s City 
Club, National Civic Federation. 
League for Catholic Women. Munici- 
pal League and niany other organiza- 
tions devoted to organized effort of 
women throughout the State reads: 

"We pledge to our country our best 
effort to prevent waste and the un- 
selfish use of our food re.‘\erves. We 
pledge our loyal co-operation in car- 
rying out the conservation measures 
suggested by tire government. 

"And if economy sometimes grows 
Irksome, or if this service works un- 
welcome change in our manner of 
living, wo will think of those who 
have given their lives for their coun- 
try and of those whose homos have 
been devastated. We will be glad to 
hear tliat we, too, can serve in satis- 
fying their liujiger, in renewing their 
courage and in ic-estahllBhing their 
homos." 

CHURCHE.S SAVE FOOD. 

More than 200,000 pounds of food 
liave been saved at church suppers 
throughout Massachusetts during the 
[last year, according to an estimate 
made by the State Footl Administra- 
tion. 

Wliere before I lie war food was put 
on the tables in lieaping plalters, it 
was served on tlio conservation plan 
during the iiast year, bringing about 
the large saving.

Owning 'b home is the inherent de- 
Mre of every head of a family. But 
M Is doubtful if the pride of owner- 
ship is as stronr in the husband as 
In the wife and the other members of 
Ibe household. The latter spend a 
aiuch greater pnrt of their time in 
the home than does the man, whose 
days are devoted to business. Conse- 
Suently it Is the wife and daughters 
who have the greatest interest in the 
planning of a home. 

There will be much building of 
amall homes this year. The govern- 
ment has removed the restrictions 
that were imposed on building as a 
war measure and plans that were 
temporarily abandoned can now be 
brought to fruition. In both country 
and city building activity will be 
greatly in evidence as soon as spring 
comes. 

In the meantime those who con- 
template building will have the pleas- 
«re of spending the winter evenings 
planning the home. That Is one of 


sun porch to the rmr, which In ovto- 
mer makes nn attractive breakfast 
room, and adds to the sense of spo- 
rionsness of the dining room. Toward 
the other side of the house la the 
kitchen, which also Is of good slae 
and is designed to accommodsto tho 
most modem kitchen equipment, so 
placed as to bring the greatest effl- 
clency.

The bedrooms are along one side o?

Double 
doors lead from the rear bedroom to 
the sleeping porch. 

Thus It will be seen that althongb 
thia would be termed a flve-room 
house. It really Is much larger. 

The graceful lines of this honse, 
with the opportunity afforded for 
window boxes and flower beds mod 
shrabs surrounding IL make It par- 
ticularly attractive from the outside. 

This advance in bungalow design 
embodies the ideas of a number of ar- 
chitccts, who have devoted much 
study to designing small homes. This 
type of home Is engaging the atten- 
tion of the leading members of the 
architectural profession more and 
more, as those who build homes now- 
adays have learned that a little 
money spent for advice from experi- 
enced and capable architects Is worth 
while. 

Compact ArrangemenL 

The design and floor plan are recom- 
mended for study to those who intend 
to build. The more they are studied 
the more it will be found that here 
is an excellent design for the family 
that will build a home of moderate 
size. It is compact in arrangement, 
has all of what Is generally termed 
"the modern conveniences” and leaves 
little to be desired in appearance. 

Just one word about the desirabil- 
ity of building this year. The cessa- 
tion of the war has released many 
thousands of men skilled In the build- 
ing trades. It also has released quan- 
tities of materials that have been 
used In war work. Both materials 
and labor now are available In abun-

TARRED ROADS AFFECT TREES 

Invostigotlon Has Shown Concluolvaly 
Their Disastrous Reaults an 
Nalghboring Vegotatlon. 

The Injurious effects of tarred roads 
upon neighboring vegetation have been 
described in numerous articles ema- 
nating from both American and Euro- 
pean sources. One of the latest Inves- 
tigations of this subject has been made 
at Milan by D. Brlzl. The plants most 
susceptible to damagq of this sorL 
says Signor Brial, are species of bore# 
chestnut (Aescrulus Hippocastanum 
and Aecarnea), the leaves of which, 
at the beginning of summer, turn rusty 
at the edge and curl up slightly, while 
their surface Is covered with numer- 
ous small spots, which, at first, are 
yellow and look as If covered with a 
thin layer of shining varnish. The leaf 
then curls up more and moro, dries, 
and Is easily blown away. Other 
plants very sensitive to the effects of 
tar are Forsythla vlrldisslma, Fagus 
sylvntica, Lagerstmemia indica, Mag- 
nolia grnndlflora, Deutzta and Cornus. 
The damage is caused almost entirely 
by the very line dust raised by the 
passage of motorcars. This dust set- 
tles slowly and is moat abundant on 
low plants and the lower branches of 
trees. Once deposited, the small par- 
ticles of tar give off Injurious vapors 
when strongly heated by the sun. Plant 
and parts of plants not directly reach- 
ed by the sun never show this dam- 
age, while plants exposed to the sun 
are Injured In proportion to the In- 
tensity and duration of sunshine. The 
best remedy is to keep down the dust 
by the regular and abundant watering 
of the roads. — Scientific American.

TEACHING SOCIAL VIRTUES 


By MRS. RUTH HEPPNER SWAINE 


All kindergartens have one chnrnc- 
terlstle In eoninioh — the respect which 
the ohildreii show for the Individual 
rights of others. Where iiuiny little 
children are gathered together, there 
must be governing laws and obedience 
to these laws. 

In the Ideal kindergarten these laws 
are more feelings than facts. The 
children grow to respect and obey 
them spontaneously, aliuost uncon- 
sciously. Thus, even when they are 
four and five years old, they can be 
led to a right relation toward their 
fellow-beings. Could anything be more 
Important? 

All children do not live near a kin- 
dergarten, but all children have play- 
mates. A wise mother will quickly 
establish the law of right relationships 
among the children who play In her 
home. Even a busy mother — and are 
not all real mothers very busy? — can 
with a word now and then impart a 
feeling for the rights of others, and 
this, once gained, Is never lost through 
life. 

The kindergarten Is the most demo- 
cratic of Institutions. The children 
feel no class distinctions — In fact, 
there are none In the world of the 
three-year-old. My Philip plays as 
Joyfully with the little fellow in the 
servant quarters next door as he does 
with the son of my best friend. The 
public school kindergarten Is particu- 
larly Interesting, because all classes 
mix freely and are entirely free from 
self-consciousness. Each little Indi- 
vidual contributes his personal traits 
toward the making of the whole. A 
fault may serve as great purpose as 
a virtue, and both may serve as mlr- ' 
rors wherein the child sees himself. 
Under the guidance of the kindergurt- 
ner he will see wisely. 

Absorb Ruling Spirit. 
Moreover, the children soon loam to 
love the calm of the kindergarten 
room, and conic readily qnder the In- 
fluence of the ruling spirit — the de- 
nial of self for the good of the whole. 

In your own back yard there cannot 
he the close supervision that there Is 
In the kindergarten, and elimination 
sometimes becomes a necessity. If you 
are fortunate enough to live among 
your own kind, where nil the children 
In your neighborhood are reared siiiil- 
larly, you will probably not have any 
serious problem. But If you live In a 
cosmopolitan neighborhood and there 
Is an older child with avowedly wrung 
tendencies, the safest step is to en- 
courage him to seek his older play- 
mates. I would deny him my babies 
of Uiree to six. If the child comes to 
your gate who has had less of a 
chance than your own little ones, it Is 
surely a privilege to take him In, for 
he will MMin begin to thrive under the 
new Influences. If you have much 
spare lime, take la as many children 
as you can. Supervise them closely, 
and rather than let willful weeilsgrow 
among your flowers, eliminate. 

Join In Thsir Play. 

Be one of the playmates yourself 
as often as possible. Join the little 
group fur a few glorious minutes, and 
you will come back to your housework 
completely rested. A whistle from 
mother fur a moving train Is such a 
surprise, or an unex|»ected laugh over 
the tunihllng blocks makes It only a 
Juke where it iqight have been a trag- 
edy. 

The child feels your Interest ever In 
hack of him then, and it Is very hu- 
man to desire the Interest of those 
we love. Toss the ball around the cir- 
{ cle, push the swing, make believe pur- 
take of the sand cukes and observe 
the new values the old plays take on 
I Draw the children of the nelghlsir- 
huod to your own home if you wish 
I to exiwrieuce a delightful sense of 
' peace and love. No flowers you mighi 
I coax to grow there are half so worth 
I while. With your guidance and their 
dally arutciatluu, they will learn manv 
1 lovely things, and carry them through 
I life. Frleiids-hlp, care for the weaker 
' ooen. utiselfishuess, Joy in tiie Joy of 
others and a feeling for the right are 
the Uviutiful things of life that may 
" be rultlvated and that will be a Joy 
* forever.

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Physicians and mid- 
wives shall, within forty-eight hours 
after the birth of every child in 
chses of which they wore in charge 
mail or deliver to the clerk or regis- 
ter of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred, a notice stating the 
date and place of the birth, giving 
the street and number, it any, • the 
number of a ward in a city and the 
family name. Failure to mail or de- 
liver the said notice shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding twen- 
ly-fivo dollars for each offense. The 
notice required by this section need 
not be given if ‘ the notice required 
hy the following section is given 
within forty-eight hours after the 
hirth occurs. 

Section 2. Physicians and mld- 
wivos shall make and keep a record 
T.f the birth of everj' child in cases 
If which they are In charge and 
shall, within fifteen days after the 
birth; mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in 
which the birth occurred, a report 
of the birth, stating the date and 
place, the name if any, of the child 
Ui> sex and color, and the names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations 
and residence of the parents, giv- 
ing the street number, if there be 
any and the number of a ward in 
a city, the maiden name of the 
mother, and whether or not the 
physician or midwife signing the 
l>irth return personally attended the 
birth.

To provide aceomniodntlon for pres 
ent business re(|ulreiiients ulono would 
keep the tniilding trade busy for a 
long time, hut with further develop- 
ment in the eltles It Is Iinposslhle to 
f«)resee any slackness in any hraiich of 
this trade. And the luimher of farm- 
ers whose needs have oiil grown tltelr 
present nceoniinodution and who have 
been awaiting an opportunity to re- 
place their hiiildings hy larger anil 
more modern ones Is oonsiderahle and 
constantly Increasing. Municipal work 
will he gradually resumed, and the 
railways have much work In contem- 
plation.

One has to take 
his stand on iin iixion or .self-evident 
truth and then look out and see 
whether n circumstance is coming to 
him or going from him. That is the 
way to get nt a tendency which is the 
nece.sslty habit of good citizenship. 

It is the small mind that Is constant- 
ly looking for ‘pennnt facts and rea- 
sons. It Is the larger mind that looks 
for tendencies, and , the field for Its 
exercise Includes all national, state 
and city affairs. A man who doesn’t 
see tendencies there is a poor citizen, 
and they are legion. — Coliimhus Jour- 
nal.

All South Weymouth mourns the 
loss of one who for over a generation 
bas ministered to many of the fami- 
licB. He christened many who have 
established homes. He married many 
who have become parents and grand- 
parents; and he has performed the 
last sad rites for many who have gone 
befortt. For nearly 34 years ho had 
been pastor of the Old South church, 
and more recently of the consolidated 
churches, the Old South and the Union 
Congregational churches. 

His death on Sunday evening came 
suddenly. During the day he had 
preached at the morning service, at- 
tended the Sunday school session and 
taught the Men’s Bible Class, and had 
spoken at the Y. P. S. C. E. meeting. 
He was conducting the evening ser- 
vice in the chapel when he died. Jnst 
after he began the sermon he sudden- 
ly stopped and sank to the floor. 
Frank E. Loud and A. O. Crawford, 
parishioners, ran to bis assistance 
and applied first aid. Meanwhile Dr. 
George E. Emerson was summoned. 


Mr. Alvord lived only eight minutes, 
and w'as unconscious the entire time. 

Present at the service was Mr. Al- 
vord’s son. Henry B. Alvord of South 
Weymouth. Mrs. Alvord was at home. 

Rev. Henry Clay Alvord was th3 
eighth minister of the Old South 
church, which has been in existence 
for 196 years. He was bom in Bol- 
ton, Conn.. G4 years ago. He was 
graduated from the Hartford High 
School in 1873 and among his class- 
mates were Ex-Governor Henry Rob- 
erts and Hon. William Gillette. 

He was graduated from New York 
University in 1877 and from the Hart- 
ford Theological Seminary in 1879. 
He accepted his first call at Montague. 
In 1879 he came to South Weymouth, 
beginning his duties as pastor In July. 

Mr. Alvord had been married twice, 
first to Miss Alice Bissell, Oct. 6, 1880, 
who died In 1908, and to Miss Frances 
Dyer in 1911. Hfs second wife sur- 
vives him. He is also survivert by two 
sons, Henry B. Alvord, 33, of South 
Weymouth, and Robert W. Alvord of

partment paper surgeons was rendered unavailable. 

As a labor of love and appreciation for the his- 
torical value of the document and Its famous 
author, the library of congress finally volunteered 
to send Its most expert manuscript repairer down 
to Fairfax to make the repairs and put the 24 
pages into a condition that would insure them 
against further destruction. This entailed the 
shipping to Fairfax of considerable equipmenC 
Including a heavy press. 

To put the battered paper in good condition re- 
quired 16 days of the most painstaking work on 
the part of William Berwick, the library’s sklllefl 
manuscript mender, who made daily trips to the 
quaint old courthouse. The first step toward 
restoration after he had photographed every one 
of thfe ragged pages was setting the Ink. This 
was done by a liquid process or bath designed to 
prevent further fading. Then each one of the 
sheets was backed or mounted upon crepeline, a 
sort of transparent durable silk gauze, which al- 
lowed any reasonable amount of bundling. Then 
came an endless amount of scraping, patching, 
pasting and cutting which only the deftest, most 
expert Augers could do, and the results would not 
have been se remarkably satlsfuc — for a 
most fortunate circumstance. 

When It came to grafting new n 
old manuscript to replace the old 
worn away, the great problem la t ■■ 
material that woul41 match ip U 
that upon which tbq will was w'' 
wick was In despair as to where 

the patches which would make lut; 

good as new, when by a lucky chance In a second- 
hand book store In Washington a number of blank 
sheets of the writing paper which George Wash- 
ington hud made especially for his personal use 
were discovered. This was exactly what was 
wanted and now, unless one holds the sheets of 
the restored will In such a position that the bright 
light will shine through them, there is no way of 
telling where the old part, or rather the original 
part, leaves off and the grafted sections begin. 

When Mr. Berwick completed his tusk, which 
cost the Fairfax authorities nothing, the sheets 
of the document, mounted upon cardboard, bound 
In the form of a book mounted with a handsome 
red le\iiDt cover, were plaet‘d in a steel fireproof 
and burglarproof safe constructed especially for 
the purpose, in accordance with the specltlcatious 
of the government officials. 

The will, which has been called the most val- 
uable relic of any left to posterity by the father 
of Ills country — more valuable than the swords, 
books, furniture or china. In view of th«* fact that 
It more faithfully portrays the mind of the man 
himself, reflecting his personality us nothing else 
could do so perfectly, opens us follows:

tember 22. 1800. This will Is not nearly so long 
nor so Involved ns that of General Washington. 
It was probated In 1802 by George Washington 
Parke Custls and Thomas Peter, two of the execu- 
tors. It was taken up with the disposition of 
household effects and provisions ifor the education 
of her relatives. Three granddaughters, four 
nieces, her grandson, four nephews, a grandniece 
and other distant relatives and friends are men- 
tioned. To them she gave paintings, town lots 
nnd to nearly all of them she gave from flve to 
ten guineas with which to buy rings. 

One of the odd provisions was: "It Is my will 
and desire that Ann Mnrlah ^Waslilngton, daughter 
of my niece, be put Into handsome mourning at 
my death at the expense of my estate, nnd I be- 
queath to her ten guineas to buy a ring." 

Another unusual order rends: “It Is my will 
and desire that all of the wine In bottles In the 
vaults be equally divided between my grand- 
daughters nnd grandson, to each of whom I 
bequeath ten guineas to buy a ring for each.” 

All of the family pictures, except a few spe- 
cifically mentioned, were left to George Washing- 
ton Parke Custls, and to him went a large collec- 
tion of furnishings, including beds,

ters and documents. Through the strides of mod- 
ern progress and the discovery of remarkable 
paper surgery, 60,000 or more private and 
official letters, addresses, documents, reports 
and accounts have been collected, repaired 
and bound Into volumes, 400 of them, nnd are ac- 
cessible to those who wish to peruse tliem In the 
big library of congress In the Inljerest of research. 
But the most Important of all the papers penned 
by Washington, nnd the one which, throughout Us 
entire length. Is the most perfect reflection of 
him ns a man of affairs and of business. Is his 
last will and testament, almost the last document 
penned by his hand, written about flve months 
before his death. After many nnd varied vicissi- 
tudes this marvelous paper has been repaired 
and saved to posterity by being safely deposited 
in a steel vnul In Fairfax courthouse, where It 
was presenteil for probate In 1800. 

Washington loved life and crowded Into his six- 
ty-seven years many nnd varied Interests. Through 

• perusal of only a few of the hundreds of letters 
written to him nnd by him, it Is seen that he en- 
joyed all outdoor sports and games, was proficient 
In roost of them, gambled on horses, cards, cocks 
and lotteries, speculated In lands nnd stocks, 
danced almost until the year of his death, loved 
theaters, teas, receptions and all social amuse- 
ments. Though he made constant use of wines 
on his table, moderstlon and method were the 
pre<-ept and principle of his life, and these traits 
are forcefully Illustrated In the 24 pages of bis 
will, which be prepnriMl without legal aid, though 
contrary to his usual forethought In leaving this 
duty until so lute in life. Every line of It bears 
mute testimony to his efficiency In business r.nd 
Ills sense of responsibility, and It shows that be 
spent c<>tiKl(lernl)le time In Its preparation, for In 
dlsisfslng of his various properties in bequests to 
relatives he went Into great detail. 

* The will was signed July 0, 1700, and was 
I1 I*m 1 for probate at the county seat of the county 
III Virginia in which Washington had lived and 
died Jumiary 20, 1800, being presented In open 
^•ollrt by George Steptoe Washington, Samuel 
WiiKhIngton and Lawrence Lewis, three of (he 
executors. 

For a long time It reposed In the office of the 
clerk at Fairfax Gourt House, but with the con- 
fusion of the ('Ivil war it was removed to Rlclt- 
luoiid with other valuable (>Hpers and there lost 
for a time. It being ruiiioriHl (hat it bad been 
piektHl up by a federal soldier and sold abroad. 
However. It eventually turmnl up at Fairfax Court 
House again luueb the worse fur Its travels and 
experienees. 

Then, for a number of years, it was freely 
handled by visitors and historians, until the 
(Hlges hecuiue frayed, great boles appeared, and 
almost every sheet split In the creases, and the 
Ink. though gisMi. faded from the light and ex- 

tMisure. 

When it became apimrent that steps sliould Ite 
taken to bold (lie torn sbi*ets together, some one 
in authority In Fairfax turned the will over to a 
woman resident to be mended, w bleb she did must 
literally and most disastrously with a coarse 
uet^lle nnd »'<)ually c<iarse thread. Consequently 
the net die boles and heavy thread soon worked 
still greater havoc through the carefully wordi-d 
pages. 

Then a gn>up of men Interested In the collec- 
tioQ and preservation of historic documenia, 
beaded by Lawrence Wastilngton. nought to have 
(he paper turned over to the governnient. so that 
the experts of the state department might have 
a chance to repair and de)>oslt it for aafe-keep- 
log. along with other important papers of ths 
governuti-ut.

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CHOICE OF BUT TEN STATES, 


We forniah any Magasina or 
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New York state had no part In the election of 
the first president of the United States. For some 
years following the establishment of the federal 
government, the legislatures of most of the states 
chose the presidential electors, the people voting 
for them only Indirectly, their choice being ex- 
pressed by their votes for legislators. A deadlock 
between the senate and the assembly prevented 
the selection of electors from New York state. 
Rhode Island and North Carolina had not yet 
ratified the Constitution, so Wushington was 
elected the first time by the votes of only ten of 
the LS states. 

New York city was the scene of the first Inaugu- 
ration, however. Washington took the oath on 
the p<irtlco of Federal ball, on the present site of 
tb<‘ siihtreastiry, at Wall and Nassau streets, April 
30, 1789. Immediately following this ceremony he 
retired within the building and delivered an ad- 
dress to congress, which met in Federal hall In 
those days. John Aduins, the second president, 
also addressed congress In person, but Jefferson 
broke the custom which President Wilson has re- 
vived. Jefferson stigmatized that form of nddres.s 
as mouurcbical and put his message In writing.— 
New York Sun. 


WILLS SCOUTS $300,000. 


By the will of.Capt. George Bucklln, 
the boy scouts In Rhode Island are 
left a trust fund of $800,000. 

Captain Bucklln was a Civil war 
veteran. He was never connected with 
the boy scout organization, but found 
In the fundamental principles of the 
movement characteristics which im- 
pelled him to leave practically his en- 
tire estate to that cause.

According to 
these, his own plans, a tomb was built, and bis 
and Mrs. Washington’s bodies were transferred 
to it. along with the remains In the old vault of 
other members of the family. The latter were 
burpHi within the vault, out of sight, while the 
bodies of General and Mrs. Wusbingtou are In 
Slone cottius above the ground, within (ilulu view 
betwfeu a grated Iron d<xirway.

The to- 
matoes are treated with mustard seed 
mid horse radish "proportionally to 
the quantity laid down"; the wen re- 
quires “a strong lirinc,” into which is 
dipped “a piece of flancll two or 
three times douide.” Tho won must 
he constantly wet, "day and night till 
supcratlon takes place." 

Further recipes for Asthma, tliu 
Tooth Ache, Tho Chilblains and b’er 
Warts and Corns close the list. The 
la.st distressing complaints could be 
' mitigated by "Anointing daily with 
' lamp Oil wearing an old glove or a 
! piece of wash leather over tho part." 

These old and yellowed iiagcs, 
sometimes stained with "egg yoks” 
or "lemmon peal," are part of the old 
•country life of New England, and if 
interesting and amusing now, will bo 
many times more so a century hetice.

One place in bad weather for frtndtng 
feed, etc. The gate at the outer end 
oi the scaiea bwinga nnt and Joins a 
small gate at the loading chute, mak- 
ing It handy to do the loading. 

The sleeping liens, granary and corn 
crib are all floored with hollow tile 
with two inches of concrete over them.

This bog house Is only one of the 
bnildings that will be erected on the 
farms this year that contains many 
up-to-date features In construction and 
equipmenL 

There is a growing demand among 
the farmers for these modern build- 
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fann buildings. One of the things 
tkmt the modern Idea of farm efficiency 
Briaands is that the hogs be housed in 
a bonding that can be kept clean and 
ks ao arrange<l that the swine can be 
cared for with the least amount of ef- 
fort. 

It laay be trite to say It, but bogs 
are valuable property these days. A 
Bttle more money spent on the hog 
Baaaa means fatter and healthier anl- 
aaobk and each additional pound is 
vaett real money about the time snow 
Btea and the hogs are marketed. 

Herewith is sb^Tn a modem swine 
•Bfcabliahment, iB which are embodied 
■ camcrib, graaB’7> feeding platform 
aad scale bouse. The building Is what 
Is known aa the saw-tooth hog bouse. 
While the ftiMr plan shows the nr- 
nnsement of these features, it might 
he explained a little more fully by a 
Bascrfptloa of it. 

nooiR for Eighteen Sows. 

The bog house proper was laid out 
ha accommodate eightecu sows; two 
otalla In one end were used to provide 
plerty of room around tlie water place 
■ad another stall in the other end for 
the scale box and small store room ; 
sa, aa it Is arranged now it contains 
■fteen usable stalls. 

The ventilation is taken care of by 
two combination smoke stacks and 
vcakllalors in the roof and a slut ven- 
aBaSor bollt In the end above the door. 
Thtai TFOtllutor is fitted with a door 
on the inside, so that it can be closed 
tight when necessary. All the gates 
between the stalls are removable, so 
Ihst one or more pens can be thrown 
iDCCther.

GREATEST OF ALL ASSETS 

World's Vast Store of Qathered Knowl- 
edge Has Not Been Destroyed 
by the War. 

At the one hundred and sixty-fifth 
session of the Royal Society of Arts 
the chairman of the council, Mr. Alan 
A. Campbell Swinton, F. R. S., in an 
address on “Science and the Future," 
said that undoubtedly the war bad 
been responsible for an enormous 
amount of destruction of capital, but 
when those losses were estimated It 
was not usually borne in mind that 
capital did not merely consist of gold 
and silver, bricks and mortar, furni- 
ture and fitments, or even of railways: 
steamships and machinery, but that 
the main capital of the modern world 
consisted of scientific knowledge. The 
reconstruction of the material things 
now temporarily destroyed would 
take only a very small fraction of the 
labor and time expended when men 
learned how to bring those things 
about. When we compiled estimates 
of losses due to the war we must not 
forget that our greatest asset, the vast 
store of knowledge that had been 
gathered together, was atill Intact Id

Beauty and Convonloneo Both Kept In 
Mind When Yorkship Was 
Plannad and Built 

“Perhaps the most remarkable ex- 
ample of the government's ability as a 
town builder is Yorkship, near Cam- 
den, N. J., designed to serve employ- 
ees of the New York Shipbuilding cor- 
poration,” writes Robert U. Moulton 
In Popular Mechanics Magazine. This 
town, where 10,000 of Uncle Sam's 
shlpworkers lived, might almost be 
said to have been built overnight 
Starting work early In the summer, 
about^ a thousand houses were ready 
for occupancy In October, with an- 
other thousand to follow. 

“The plan for Yorkship Is perhaps 
the most complete town plan ever 
made. Every house is complete; it 
has hot and cold-water sy8tem.s, mod- 
ern plumbing, up-to-date plumbing fix- 
tures, gas range, hot-water heater, 
electric light and cellar furnace. The 
government had at its service the best 
town planners and architects in Amer- 
ica, and with all the haste that wus 
made beauty and good taste were not 
sacrificed. The houses are not all alike 
In color, material or style. On the con- 
trary, thruugiiuut each of these spa- 
cious, slumlcss tracts Is evidence that 
the thing wus planned as a whole. Tlie 
chief benefit which accrues to the 
worker from the building of these 
towns Is the fact that landlordism is 
to be a thing unknown. The benefits 
are to go unfullingly to the workers. 
Rents must be based on cost and not 
on the maximum which the tenants 
can be forced to pay. And Inasmuch us 
the government has no desire to retain 
the ownership now the war is pnictl- 
cnlly ended, a scheme has been 
evolved to sell them, not to individu- 
als, but to the new communities as a 
whole, to be held In trust as commu- 
nity property.” 

MIGHT BE MADE UNIVERSAL 

1 08 Angeles Has Set Other Places 

Good Example in Getting Rid of 
Its Unsightly Billboards. 

They still do things effectively in the 
golden West, where in other days they 
adopted the custom of shooting first 
and talking afterward. 

In Los Angeles, where civic pride is 
more operative than linguistic, it was 
decreed that billboards were such an 
affront to the artistic sense that they 
should be removed from the public 
gaze. To decide was to act. Men 
equipped with instruments of demoli- 
tion sallied forth on June 1 and began 
a work which since then has resulted 
in the removal of 840 garish billboards 
and has immolated them on a high al- 
tar of outraged taste. The Job still is 
going on and the hope openly id ex- 
pressed and nursed that before the 
good work is over “fully six miles of 
signs, objected to by the public, will 
have been eliminated.” 

Six miles of signs eliminated; think 
of It. Two full leagues of tooth paste, 
pink pills, milady’s lingerie, chewing 
gum, garters, etc., snatched from the 
wearied gaze of an aroused people and 
Interned, sans appeal, sans hope. What 
a place Los Angeles must be ! — Cinclh- 
natt TImes-Star. 


Open Spaces ImportanL 

Good housing for the small com- 
munity means much more than for the 
great city, because it is possible to 
have far better standards. And a 
small city has no excuse — even if a 
great one pretends to have — for areas 
in which grass cannot grow or gardens 
flourish because of smoke and gases. 
The surroundings of houses may be 
made attractive. Shrubs and flowers 
may take the place of expensive con- 
struction if good taste is used in their 
selection and location. 

And one of the great features al- 
most entirely neglected in smaller 
places is one of the most important. 
Houses may be so arranged as to leave 
free open spaces for the play of chil- 
dren. Many cities, to be sure, have 
parks or a park, but a city is all too 
likely to feel content with itself if it 
has one or two such places beautiful- 
ly kept and well fitted to please the 
eye of grown-ups on a si-date Sunday 
afternoon walk. Fur more importniit 
is it to have the houses in every small 
area of a few blocks so planned as to 
leave space for games and other pub- 
lic use. 

Rats CauM Heavy Losses. 

IxiBses from rats in cities are enorm- 
ous. In 1008 the biological survey 
made a careful study of rat infesta- 
tions In two cities, Washington and 
Baltimore, with the result that actual 
losses of produce and other property 
amounting annually to $400,000 aud 
$700,000, respectively, were revealed. 
These sums are nearly in ratio to the 
populations. The Woman’s Municipal 
league of Boston rec-ently announced 
that losses from rats in that city 
amounted to $1,350,000 each year. 
Losses in Pittsburgh, Pa., have been 
estimated at over $1,000,000 a year.

HOW MUSIC HELPS 

By MRS. JEAN N. BARRETT. 

A few inatnnr^rt of what has been 
done in sou e homes through the 
power of ir .sic will, I know, tell you 
more than the mere advancement of 
theories; 

A little girl who wna very mlsorabie 
rad managed to make mother or nurse 
most unhappy all through the process 
of halrdre.sslng and getting into both- 
ersome clothes would submit most 
graciously if mother sang — 

My mother bids roe hind my hair 

With knot of fairest hue; 

Tie up my sleeves with ribbon rare. 

And lace my bodice blue; 

For why, she says, sit still and weep 

While others ore at play? 

an adaptation of Haydn’s beautiful 
air. 

Another mother learned to help her 
little boy work off some of his stormy 
fits of temper by going to the piano 
and playing some stormy. Impetuous 
hit like Schumann's “Wild Rider.” 
The boy did not know why this was 
dune, but ho felt the mood of the mu- 
sic because it exactly fitted his own, 
and he would career around the 
room like a veritable wild pony, until 
his emotion, which might have worked 
harm to himself and others, had spent 
Itself in this harmless way. 

My sister remembers that even ns 
a child she recognized this power of 
music to bring sweetness out of tem- 
per. She was very angry one day 
with a sense of some injustice done 
her, and in this mood started to play 
her beloved piano. As she did this 
she realized that If she played she 
would soon cense to be angry, and not 
being ready to give up her resentful 
mood she rejected the gentle mlnl.stry 
of music and went to her boom to 
nurse her unhappiness. 

As an incitement to bravery music 
has often been used in the home. A 
little boy much afraid of the dark 
would go upstairs to a dark room for 
mother when she played a strong 
march for him as he went. 

If mothers could realize how many 
times a bit of music would be of 
greater service than even the kind- 
est remonstrance they would have 
crashing chords really for the angry 
boy, nonsense song to drive scowls 
from the face of little daughter, and 
Jolly Jig to set lagging feet and droop- 
ing spirits dancing ; while a gny little 
tune improvised or adapted for the 
occasion would often bring cheerful 
obedience in response to the request 
to pick up playthings or perform some 
other unwelcome task, where a stern 
command would start an unhappy 
time for all concerned. 

Sing Before Work. 

One of my childhood memories is of 
visiting In a country home where the 
mother would often get up from the 
breakfast table and say, “Come let us 
sing a little before we do the work." 
Bad housekeeping, perhaps, hut good 
horoemaklng, for I have since learned 
that this method was always resorted 
to when the morning atmosphere of 
the home threatened to be gloomy or 
quarrelsome ; and the singing never 
failed to drive away the clouds. Of 
course this use of music Is most ef- 
fective with a child who is either 
endowed by nature with the ability to 
respond to musical influence or has 
been trained in ear and heart to feel 
Its effects. 

A child who has always heard good 
music and hos early learned to love 
and produce it has great advantage 
over one to whom it comes as a later 
and more foreign achievement. Re- 
sponsiveness to the atmosphere of 
music is not, however, dependent upon 
the ability to create it, although of 
course made stronger by it. A little 
four-}'car-oId child who hud no natu- 
ral ability for either singing or play- 
ing, being deficient in both rhythmic 
sense and sense of pitch, nevertheless 
was so sensitive to musical impres- 
sions that she described the tunes 
which were played to her as being 
pink and red and blue like the aky, 
and one which had strong chords with 
a staccato melody above them as the 
green tune wltli red berries. These 
luterpretutions of music in terms of 
color were later explained by the de- 
velopment of un unusual degree of 
talent with i>enell and brush. 

Anotlier uieuiory of my childhood 
Is of u visit to u dear auntie, who, on 
Sunday afternoons, took her little vis- 
itor to the west pasture, and amid the 
splendor of the sinking red sun read 
I from a volume of suered poems. The 
I cudeuie of her sweet, low voice will 
i always eciio through my memory. 

Charm of Pleasing Voice. 

It is truly u part of music's minis- 
try to Ki»euk through the ciiurm of a 
well-modulatiHl, i>ieusant-toued voice, 
lending Itself freely to the various 
moods of ttie fine nature It serves. It 
la truly one of tlie duties of the 
moth T and the klndergurtuer to be a 
model fur her children In this respect, 
as In many others, for children are 
very sensitive to voice quality. 

While the klndergurtuer’a opportu- 
nity comes later than that of the 
mother, she has the same respoaslhli- 
ity to see that the children under her 
eare are given the opportunity for 
“full and all-sided development,** to 
use the words of Froebel. “to csuihle 
him to BOS uma lu the universality of 


hla nature and partlniiany to enahio 
him 'to understand and appreciate the 
prr.iacta of trtte •rt " Many children 
wtll come to her without having ex- 
*,»erlenced in the home any of the life 
of niu.alc w; ch might hove been 
theirs, and to her will fall the duty 
of arousing the first idea, of awaken- 
ing the first emotion for sound. 

Who thst has ever witnessed the 
delight of a little kindergarten child 
In this new way of expressing his Joy 
In life can doubt that music should bo 
reganled os a benefleent Influence in 
life, and not as on accomplishment to 
he cultivated only by those of more 
than ordinary endowments? When 
the kindergartner sjiys, “Who will sing 
our new song for us oloneT’ how 
often It la the little fellow who can- 
not yet carry a tune that eagerly re- 
sponds, especially if mother is there 
t.i hear. If teacher and mother are 
w I tltere will be no expression of 
sniprlse or dissent; for the right tnie- 
11 , ws or untrneiiesa of the tune Just 
now is nothing to the inner urge which 
miikes tlie child want to express hlm- 
Kclf In this new and delightful way. 

NATURE-STUDY FOR CHILDREN 

By MRS. BERTHA LEWIS. 

We are all aware that for some 
years past there has been an ever-in- 
creasing demand among educators for 
a better understanding of tilings from 
tlic things theni.selvea by actual ex- 
perience, instead of merely through 
liook knowledge. 

Songs and other stories about na- 
ture. for instance, though they are 
very necessary and a very beautiful 
part of tile work with children, are 
not nature-study, but merely a means 
of emphasizing the things which have 
been observed by the child, and of aid- 
ing him to express his thoughts of 
these things in simple, beautiful lan- 
guage, motion and rhythm. Each new 
song or story about the object under 
observation is the opening of n new 
door into the worlrf of nature and 
should lead to fresh observations. 

There is nothing more dead to a 
child than a preserved specimen. Na- 
ture-study deals with life, and life ap- 
peals to the vitality in the child. If a 
specimen is used, be sure it is a live 
one or a good picture (the preserved 
specimen should be the result of the 
lesson, not the basis of it). 

We live in a world of living nature. 
What do we know of the grass under 
our feet, the tree.» of forest and plain, 
the insects whose apartment bouses 
flil the dead twigs, the birds which 
nest in the woods and fill the world 
with music, the stars overhead, clouds, 
rain, hail, wind, mist, dew, or the 
sun which shines over all? The study 
of nature has to do with living things, 
or things that are doing something. 
The stars are twinkling and making 
light The snowflakes are falling, 
making patterns and bringing us mes- 
sages from fairyland. 

About Birds and Animals. 

The birds are hopping, flying, sing- 
ing, building nests, laying eggs and 
feeding their young. The worms are 
crawling and plowing the ground and 
so helping to make tilings grow. Pussy 
is our pet; she is good company and 
will piny with us and purr when 
happy. The dog is oirr friend; he 
guards the house at night and will 
run. Jump and do tricks for us, bark, 
growl, howl and scratch. His body 
must be made strong so he can chase 
away bis enemies or ours, Jump for 
bis food, bark for Joy, growl when 
danger is near, and scratch to dig 
boles in which to bury bis bones. Why 
is his nose so pointed and why are 
his eyes so far hack? Where does 
he live? How many legs, ears and 
eyes has he? 

The fruit, vegetables and flowers 
are all growing and varl-colored. The 
fruit and vegetables are good to eat 
and help us grow. The flowers are 
fragrant and beautiful. 

Nature-study will help the child to 
make simple, truthful observations 
upon the things about him, to appre- 
ciate the beautiful In them, and to 
express bis thoughts in bis various 
activities. 

The habit of accurate observation is 
very important. Some authority has 
said that ttiere are few errors which 
arise from wilfulness, compared to 
those which arise from wont of care 
and exactness in noticing things quite 
easily noticeable. 

How to Teach. 

In the study of nature: 

1 . Do not try to teach too much lo 
one lesson. 

2. Let Uie child examine the object 
if jiossible. 

3. Lead them to notice first the char- 
acteristic features and qualities of 
whatever is under discussion. 

4. Reineiiiher tliut cliildren are 
* more Interested in what things do 
I than in their form. 

Let tile cliild exuinlne u little plant, 
Keed-root uiul all. Lead liiiu to ob- 
serve tiiat it does soiuethiiig; it 
puslies its roots down and its stem up; 
it eats and drinks, breathes, sleeps 
uud wakes. 

It makes tilings: Leaves and flow- 
ers, seed and fruits, liu'ldeutally, no- 
I tice the form and color that these 
activities give to each Individual plant. 

Nature-study need not be dull or 
j dlflii'ult ; it provides plenty of life and 
j action. It is mostly our owa interest 
. that is dead, or our aeusea that need 
quickening.

• and oature-atudy in the home, in the 
. giudergarteu and in the school will 

■ become the children's delight, the

GOT INTO GERMANY 

Private Leslie Remick Reviews 
His Trip Through France

.My Di'ar Mother: 

1 will try and write a letter des- 
01 thing a few of our fronts in Franco 
and my trip to llio Rliine. This will 
lake in our landing nt Liverpool tin- 
lil tlH> I hire of my leaving for the 
hospital; then from the time I 
reached iny regiment from the hos- 
V.ilal np to today. 

.\fler leaving Camp Merritt .Ian. 
10 wo cntniined for the boat at 
New York arriving at the dock wo 
j boarded tlie Wliite Star liner Olym- 
pic the second largest ship nlloat 
I think. (Jetting fixed up for the 
trip Wo pulled out into the stream. 
Tin next afternoon at 4.30 headed 
for what we thought would he France. 

Our trip over was a trip worth 
taking, evuu if a follow does get 
kind of seasick. After eight days 
had passed we airivod at Liverpool, 
England and fooled around until 
neon. Then with barrack hag.s on 
oar shoulders we walked down the 
gang plank onto the street of Liver- 
pool, thence to the awaiting train 
which carried us to Winchester. 
During my five days stay at Win- 
chester, I had the pleasure of visit- 
ing a very old and ancient castle 
built in 532, and a cathedral built 
In 1079. These were sights worth 
while seeing. 

On Friday, the 25th we left Camp 
Morn Hill, Winchester, for South 
Ilan»nton, via La Harve, France. At 
La Harve we had a beautiful hike 
up a long hill to what might have 
been a rest caAp at ofte time only 
wc did’nt stay long enough for the 
following day we moved again for 
a place further up the centre of 
France. 

This place turned out to he our 
training camp at Valdahou. Here 
we got our first knowledge of tvhat 
guns really could do. 

Not going in the details of our Irain- 


I iiiR dn the French 7.5s, I will advance 
I to our 110 x 1 stopover, which we 
reached on the 22nd day of March. 
It was a camp called Five Drothors 
I between tho towns of .\ncemont and 
. Scnoiicourt. This i.i where the regl- 
I incut was put’ on its first front. (Ver- 
dun Wo stayed here for quite a 
j long lime. II was hero I left for 
tho linspiltil On the 28lh day of Ap’^il 
anil stayed until the 29th day of July 

Whilo I was in the hospital the 
■ ivgiiiioiit and diviston had made a 
I inline for itself, which cannot and 
I will not ever ir* forgotten for- years 
ito come. It was at Chattenu Thierry 
I that the 2iid division wms credii.‘>d 
iwitli having stopped the enemy troiii 
! reaching Paris, and at Soissoiis foi 
having started the hall rolling foi 
I the .Hlied offensives. When I stiy 
' Allied offensives. I do not mean to 
j s.ay that the 2nd division was rlic 
'only division in tlie .Viiioricnii antij 
ill France. 

It was r.t (’hattcan Thierry that 
Paltory C lost heavily, both in killed 
and wounded. Here was where sonic 
v:i' the hardest fighting took place. 

I After the Soissoiis engagement tlie 
regiment hiked to a heantifiil little 
town called Saint Soiipplets. .Arriv- 
ing Ihcro tho 2Stli day of July, ainl 
getting billets they had a '.hree day 
rest which they liad surely earned. 
Irwas at this town that I onco more 
liccaine a niemher of the only icg- 
iinent in r.iy mind, The 12tli F.A. 

Leaving this town on the last day 
ot July, we hiked to place to entrain 
and landed at Nancy. From Nancy 
our hike continued until we reached 
the town of Meuse Moiisson, where 
tlie w'liolo regiment rested for a day 
or two. 

Droaking camp again in the early 
hour of night. (I say night hecaiisc 
hiking was only done at night), we 
headed for a quiet front (Pont a 
Moiisson) where the boys got a real 
good rest. At the front the only 
fights to be found were our beloved 
friends the cooties. And mother I 
V ill say right here, that I am glad 
that the cooties are the only thinga 
wc are fighting now. I thank Clod ft.r 
it. 

Well to proceed with m>' stoi’y or 
letter. Wo stayed at this front for 
twenty days or more when upon get- 
ting lip one morning we were told 
to pack up and be ready to move 
that evening. Tuesday or Wodnes-

Reben added : “But we don’t pay by 
performances. I’ll pay you twenty- 
five a week. You wanted money.

On the morning of Sept. 12. .and 
about a kilometer behind the Oermnn 
lines, our artillery opened up' with a 
lu'nutiful barrage in spite of rain, 
mud, and qtiito a few mutterings. 1 
will always be able to recall the 
starting of this drive, for I was <lren- 
died to my skin, nnd to make things 
a littlo tougher, we had to tote, 
tug or carry ammunition 250 yards 
ill trenches knee deep with mini nnd 
over barbed wire entanglements lo 
our pieces. Hut we were not the 
only ones to find it so tough. No how 
about the Marinos nnd doughboys? 
Towards the afternoon of the same 
day (the 12th) wo advanced to about 
S kilo, Ihrougli tlie'town of Limy nnd 
over a few liills to a clump of wood 
a kilomeler or tw« behind the town 
of Shiacourt. 

Calning our olijective, we again 
packed up and prepared for leaving. 
The night of Sept 17 found us plod- 
ding along, only too glad to be aw.iy 
from hearing shells and seeing dead 
and wounded. 

Still again, hiking was in progress 
and lasted for three days, nntil, 'lie 
town of Saint lllgny was sighted, 
nnd word was soon buzzing around, 
that we were to have billot, and a 
good iienceful time here.

It was at Sonuiie — Py that 1 did not 
value my life very high, for I came 
the nearest to liaving ' my head 
lianged in an altogether diffeiynt 
place than it really ought lo have 
been, than any time I've ever known 
of. I guess God must have savea mo 
I or I must have been exceedingly 
lucky. 

After leaving Somme Py an ad- 
vance of several kilometers wa.v 
made several times, and at last an 
advance of 15 to 20 kilometers was 
made, which brought us to Vaux 
Champagne, passing through Mulch 
utt and Drlcourt. 

We left the front Oct. 30 for a 
good stiff forced march of three days 
nnd landed at the Argonne front, 
and here we stayed until the good 
news was received that Germany had 
signed the Armistice, and all the 
Allied terms. 

On Sunday the 12th day of Nov- 
ember our trip to the Rhine commen- 
ced and let me say here that it was 
a trip that I would not have missed 
for any money. Going through the 
towns of Beaumont and Stonay, we 
soon crossed the Belgium border, 
after ■n. day or so of hiking Tho 
first town in Belgium where we stayed 
two days, was In extra good condi- 
tion for it luiglit bo said that no allots 
liad been llred into it. Oerouvllle 
was tho name of this town, and Ger- 
ouville was not so veiy far from 
Luxemburg, and was easily reached 
in a few days of liiklng. 

Wlien we reached Bissen or Bisson 
wc stopped only over niglit and jiro- 
ceeded witli our trip witli a few more 
mutterings. At another town in Lux- 
lemburg wliern we stayed for 8 days 
; we were witliiu 7 or 8 kilor.inters of 
' tlie Gennan liorders (Falkondorf)

Old City for Many Conturlea Ltd tho 
World in Produclno and Distrib- 
uting Finer Qradoa. 


Before the use of gunpowder, weap- 
ons of steel, such as sword and itpear, 
were the soldier's chief reliance ; and 
In making and distributing the finer 
grades of steel Damascus led the 
world. The knight who owned a 
"Damascus blade" had the very beat 
thing of Its kind, still unsurpassed, 
though the sword has gone out of 
fashion. According to a writer in the 
Journal of the Royal Society of Arts, 
this high-grade steel came originally 
from India and was the result of a 
process devised and developed hy Hin- 
du artificers. 

"One of the many articles which con- 
tributed to the world Importance of 
Indliln trade was the famous Indian 
steel,” he writes. "It appeared In 
western Europe during the middle 
ages, under the names of damascene, 
or Damascus stc^el. By another trade 
route through Persia and the Cau- 
casus it found its way Into Russia. 

"The Iron and steel Industry was 
highly developed in ancient India. A 
witness to this exists not only In 
the famous wrought-lron pillar of Del- 
hi, but In many other specimens, some 
of them at least being undoubtedly 
high carbon crucible steel.s. 

"To this last category belonged tbo 
wootz, or small cakes of carbon steel, 
from wbicb the damascene blades 
were manufactured. Some of such 
cakes were Investigated hy Reaumur, 
but he found nobody In Paris who 
could forge them. Some others were 
presented to the Royal society by Doc- 
tor Scott of Bombay, aqd brought to 
this country by Doctor Pearson. Fara- 
day took a keen Interest In them, and 
his investigation of alloy steel, con- 
ducted In conjunction with Stodart. 
was the result.

AND UECOUDS OF UlUTHS. 

He It enacted, etc., na followa; 

Section 1. Physicians and mid- 
wives slmll, within forty-eiBht hours 
after tlio birth of every child In 
cases of which lliey were In charRo 
n.nll or deliver to the clerk or regia- 
ter of the city or town in which the 
tiirth occurred, a nottco stating the 
date and place of the birth, giving 
the stroet and nr.mher, If any, the 
number of a ward In a city and the 
family name. Failure to mail or de- 
liver tlio said notice shall he pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding tiven- 
ty flvo dollars for eacli offenso. Tlie 
notice roqttlred liy this section need 
not bo given if the notice required 
by the' following section is given 
v,-tlhin forty-eiglit hours after the 
birth occurs. 

Section 2. IMiysiciana and mid- 
wives shall make and keep a -record 
of the birth of every child in cases 
cf which they are in charge and 
shall, within fifteen days after the 
tiirth; mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town In 
which the birth occurred, a report 
of the birth, stating the date and 
lilace, the name if any, of the child 
its sex and color, and tho names, 
ages, places of tiirth, occupations 
and residence of the parents, giv- 
ing the street number, if there bo 
any and the number of a ward in 
a city, the. maiden name of the 
mother, and whettior or not the 
pliysiclan or mid-wife signing the 
birth return personally attended the 
birth. If the child is illegitimate,- 
the name and other facts relating to 
the father shall not ho stated ex- 
cept at tho request in w'l'itlng of 
botli the father and the mother filed 
with the return. The record to be 
kept by the physician or mid-wife, 
as above provided, sliall also contain 
the facts hereby required to be re- 
ported to the city or town clerk. 
Tho fee of the physician or mid-wife 
shall bo twenty-live cents for every 
birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where the 
report is made upon presentation 
to the city or town treasurer of a 
certificate from (he city or town 
clerk stating that the said birth 
has been properly reported to him. 
The report required to be made by 
this section is in addition to tho 
report required to be made by the 
preceding section, and as above pro- 
vided, If made within forty-eight 
hours of the birth, the report re- 
quired by the preceding section shall 
not bo required. A physician or 
midw’ife who neglects to make and 
keep the record hereby required, or 
who neglects to report in the man- 
ner specified above, each birth with- 
in fifteen days thereafter shall for 
each offence forfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding twenty-live dollars. The 
city or town, clerk or registrar shall 
file daily with the local board of 
health a list of all births reported 
to him giving the following facts; 
date of birth, sex, color, family name, 
residence, ward, physician or mid- 
wife.

Ainrticnn ll**d Cross the army medical department 
could not havH done its work. 

The work of the Red Cross was often the 
theme of discussion at American general liead- 
quarters at C’huumont. I remember that It was 
enluiged upon there In a conversation between 
(Jeneral Pershing, Mr. II. P. Davison, the chair- 
man of the war council of the American Red 
Cross, and myself. We were speaking of the 
value of the service nnidered by the millions of 
our women and how they helped keep the Intlu- 
enco of home about the boys at the front. And 
General Pershing said : “The women of Ihe 
I ’lilted States de.serve a large share of the credit 
for the success of the American forces.” 

Our army officers have often admired not only 
the spirit hut the efficiency of the Americnii Ued 
Cross organization. It provldeil an Inexhaustible 
store of supplies. It possessed a remarkable 
facility for adapting itself to any emergency, 
however unexpectiul ; and Its personnel always 
'evinced the linest rcad-

tible garments. , 

I remember once, as I started to motor back 
to general headquarters, I told my colored driver 
that I had a Red Cross sweater for him. He re- 
plied: “Thanks, boss, but I’ve Just distributed 
eleven of them to tlie boys over In the garage,” 

The work of the Red Cross os kn organization 
began beyond the army’s . evacuating hospitals 
and continued through the base hospitals, conva- 
lescent homes, recreation rooms, railway food 
deiKJts, on board the steamers, and oa back to 
our own shores, and Is continuing until the men 
reach home. 

Probably the greatest single eer\-lce rendered 
bj’ the Reil Cross home forces was the supply of 
trained nurses It furnished our hospitals. 'The 
army medical cori»s trains a few nurses, but 
could never hope to turn out the large number 
provided through Miss Delano’s department. If 
we iietHled a thousand nurses for a given work 
we telegraphed the war department. The war 
department notified Miss Delano. And the nurses 
arrived on schedule. 

An especially notable service rendered by Red 
Cross nurses occurred during the early American 
campaign when our men were brigaded with 
IVeuch divisions. When wounded, they were of 
tourse taken to French hospitals. Unable to an- 
swer questions or tell their needs, they were in 
a very unhappy plight. Scores of Red Cross 
nurses si>eaking both French and English were 
immediately sent to these hospitals — and the 
prohleoi was solved. In this war where several 
uimles were operating together, the only com- 
mon hospital service Is that of the Red Cross. 

Another much appreciates] assistance came 
from the fact that the Red Cross could establish 
itself in places forbidden the army medical de- 
lainmeut. Within the district of Paris, fur In- 
atauce, we could not establish army hospitals 
The Red Cross, however, in that district, is iiuw 
ttiM-ratiug units 1, 2 and 3 as well as a tent hos- 
pital, which had at first five hundred beds, but 
when 1 came away, had twenty-two hundred. 

The Red Cross could also establish store deimts 
in placea the army could nut enter fur strategic 
reasons. Supiatse headquarters planned an at- 
tack In a given region. Hospital stores must be 
gotteu to tliat region. If tne army w-.>re observed 
hy the enemy to he transporting stores thither, 
you can see that it wouldn’t take much guessing 
oo Ihe part of eaemy ubseoers to tell where 
that 4irt\e was going to be. But the Red CYoas 
was everywhere, always preparing for any pos- 
sible contingency. For it to be busily in evidence 
la tbe Uisat unlikely places was no novelty. Thus. 
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as the Red Cross workers were kept posted as to 
our plans of attack, they were able to place hos- 
pital supplies where they would be most bandy 
without arousing the Hun’s ausplclons. 

This resourcefulness and willingness to under- 
take any work, no matter how novel or arduous, 
WHS exhibited in a brilliant manner during last 
summer's histcgic engagements in tbe Chateau- 
Thierry sector. It was there that the American 
Red Cross hospital service received its first bap- 
tism of fire in a general engagement in which 
our troops took part. It there first entered the 
"hospital fighting front.” If full credit Is to be 
given all American factors in this battle, which 
saved Paris fur the sec'und time and broke tlie 
buck of the German luilitary |>ower, tlie action 
of tbe Amerlcau Red Cross must be described 
in some detail. 

'The American Red Cross went to France with 
tliree major purposes: to restore devusted dl» 
tricts, to aid those of the French people who were 
stricken by the war, and to augment the sani- 
tary service of the American expeditionary 
forces. The last-named service was controlled 
directly by the officers of the army and was as 
much subject to General Pershing’s orders as 
the army medical department itself. By the 
the regulations of the army medical department, 
the "Red Cross personnel, except in cases of 
great emergency, will not be assigned to duty at 
the front, but will be employed in hospitals in 
tlie service of the interior, at the base, in hos- 
pital sliips and along the line of communica- 
tions.’ 

At Chatemi-Thierry came the “great emergen- 
cy.” The Germans, siirluglug their last surprise 
offensive, early in June began a drive toward 
Paris from the Cbemiu des Dames. 8u rapid was 
their initial advance that the French medical de- 
partment lost more than forty thousand beds and 
considerable stores. The need In that aector fur 
evacuating hospitals, that is, mobile operating 
units, developed immediately. 

The Red Cross rose promptly to the occasion. 
The splendid base hospital at JulUy, nut far from 
Cliuteuu-Thlerr} , which had been for mane time 
must caXHibly managed by Mrs. Harry Payne ^ 
Whitney, was taken over by Uie Red Cross aiq^ 
made Into a large, Dumaublle, •vacuatlug, hos- 
pital. ‘ 

By tbe time the Franco-Amerlcan counter-at- 
tack had begun In tbe middle of July, two lied 
Croos muhtte units were established st the front. 
4.>ae, No. 114, In ctiarge of Msjor McCoy, who 
came to France with base hospital Ka 1. the 


moved up into Chuteau-Tlilcrry, ns the tide of 
battle started north, and occupied a achoolhouse 
in the city. 

About the same time another Red Cross evacu- 
ating hosjiital. No. 110, under charge of Major 
Moorhead, whose wife is superintendent in charge 
of the Red Cross work of making surgical dress- 
ings, moved north and set up a tent at Coincy, 
Just above Chateau-Thlerry. 

The record made by these two hospital units 
during the counter-attack should always be ac- 
counted a brigiit page in the annals of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. They, with army units, served 
at the fighting front. Their presence there was 
made necessary by reason of the emergency and 
because in the new trench warfare the old am- 
bulance corps stations and field hospitals hud 
been eliminated, thus bringing the evacuating 
hospitals up Just beyond reach of the enemy’s 
long-range guns. 

As the counter-attack developed there streamed 
buck upon these evacuating hospitals a tide of 
American woumied that kept thq workers busy 
day and night. Each unit had about eight or 
ten operating teams, each team being composed 
of a Hurgeiin, assistant surgeon, anestlietist and 
nurse. They worke<l in shifts. One shift oper- 
ated from eight in the morning until seven in the 
evening; then, after an hour for cleaning up, the 
other began at elglit and worked until seven in 
the moniliig. The full tragedy of the casualties 
from gas, shells and muebine bullets will not be 
understood until the workers and soldiers return, 
each to tell his tale. 

From this time on. Major McCoy’s and Major 
Moorhead’s units were regularly numbered among 
the evacuating hokpituls of tbe army medical 
corjis and were operated as such. Tlie facility 
with which they were fused into the army or- 
ganization Is itself an indication of the flue har- 
mony existing uiuuiig army and Red Cross 
leaders. 

Both these Red Cross units were thereafter 
moved swiftly into those places wliere tbe figlit- 
ing was thickest. They served at the drive across 
the Kt. Mihiel salient and later with the advance 
made from Toul to the west of the Meuse river. 

As to the future work of the American Red 
t'ross In France . It will not he ended uiitll the 
work of our army la ended, and i>erhaps nut even 
then. 

Although there is to be no further expansion 
of the Red Cross work in France, its work will 
go on. It will bring comfort to our boys not only 
as they lie sick in hospitals and as tliey keep 
guard ou German soli, but to the thousands of 
repatriated French iieople who are returning to 
pick out from the bleak devastation of war tbe 
ruins of what was once their ancestral homes. 
Without tbe Red Cross srmy of mercy to follow 
in the tragic furrows made by the engines of 
war, the aftermath of suffering in France this 
winter would he a greater desolation than we can 
Conceive. 

Fighting with mortal weapons may cease, but 
the campaign of mercy of the Red Cross artll 
never cease ss long as the oeed of cleansing snO 
healing Is isreoeot aiuoRg tbe races of the earth

SCOUT AID ON “FOOL HILL” 


Someone has said that the Boy Scout 
movement Is the heat thing ever In- 
vented to help get a boy over "Fool 
Hill.” There la a time In a boy’s life, 
and from twelve to eighteen years Is 
the period, when “Fool Hill” generally 
makes its advent and Is most conspicu- 
ous. 

During this period scouting furnish- 
es the guide posts. We all know that 
boys like to run In gangs. The scout 
troop fills the boy’s natural desire for 
companionship. 

Take such a gang or troop and di- 
vert Its energy from breaking windows, 
robbing orchards, fighting other boys 
and similar mischief to swimming, first 
aid, Itonting, camping, hiking, scout- 
craft and the like, and you are con- 
verting natural energy Into a valunblo 
asset, giving iho boy a desire for use- 
ful Information and making of him a 
potential citizen whose value to the 
country is beyond estimate. 

DAN BEARD TO THE SCOUTS. 

President Wilson has told the boy 
scouts to locate all the hlnck walnut 
trees and also to save all the peach 
stones and nut shells we can, says 
Scout Commissioner Dan Beard. That 
is easy, but Took here, hoys, don’t for- 
got what the chief told you about 
planting nuts. November Is the time 
to plant walnuts, hickory nuts and 
butternuts. 

Let us emulate the example of dear 
old Johnny Appleseed, the old pioneer 
who planted apple trees all through 
the western wilderness of the Ohio 
valley. .Tohnny has monuments stand- 
ing to him still In some of the apple 
trees which he planted a good many 
years ago. 

We will have monuments standing 
for us in magnificent Mg Mack wal- 
nut trees, hickory nut trees and but- 
ternut trees which we are thoughtful 
enough to plant this autumn before 
all the big walnut trees are cut down 
and the plant exterminated in order 
to furnish gun stocks and propellers 
for our flying machines. , 

Don’t forget now, boys, each scout 
should plant at least five black wal- 
nuts.

BELGIAN SCOUTS REBUILDINa 

The Boy Scouts of Belgium are 
working to help rebuild their stricken 
homes and cities. Robert Lutens, sec- 
retary of tbe Belgian Boy Scouts* or- 
ganization, who reached an Atlantic 
port on a British liner, brought tbe 
Btory. 

“There were 6,000 of the boys in our 
organization Just before the war,” be 
said. “Many were killed brutally by 
tbe Germans In that ghastly first 
month. 

“They were shot down when they 
served as stretcher bearers, and they 
were shot on other occasions without 
the slightest provocation. We have 
got the survivors together and they 
are trained for the reconstruction 
work." 

DOINGS OF THE BOY SCOUTS. 

Forty boy scouts were employed at 
the government proving grounds at 
Camp Perry, near Clinton, O.. all sum- 
mer. Tbe smaller boys were store 
boys, errand boys, etc. 

In Springfield. Mass., tbe city bad 
great difficulty, because of tbe labor 
shortage.

On October 1, inifi, all the boy 
sennta of Mount Vernon. N. T., as- 
sembled at the Presbyterian church 
and heard a detailed account of the 
life hlatory of the Tussock moth, ono 
of our worst shade tree leaf feeders. 
This insect overwinters In the egg 
stage and from fall till spring the eggs 
may be found in small white clusters 
firmly attached to the bark of trees 
and protected places along fence rails 
end under the house moldings. Each 
troop was assigned a definite section 
of the city and each section was fur- 
ther subdivided for the individual 
scouts, so that the entire city might 
be covered. For nearly three weeks 
the boys scouted around gathering the 
egg masses and then the territory of 
each troop was shifted so that the 
work might be checked up, triple 
credit being given for egg.s collected 
during this checking period. Upwards 
of n quarter of a million eggs were 
collected by the scouts during the con- 
test, and It would be difilcult to state 
in dollars and cents the value of serv- 
ice so rendered to the city. — American 
Forestry.

KIDDIES LIKE TO USE HANDS 


EARLY EDUCATION IN HOME 


Fy DOROTHY CANFIELD FISHER 


Ro many of onr Amerlcnn farm 
bouses are situated In very rlRorons 
climates that a good many mnibers 
will not tliink Ihe ont-of-donrs a possi- 
ble plnyRround in wintertime. This Is 
less true than they are apt to think. 
On almost any sunny day In winter, 
little children. If warmly dressed, will 
beneflt far more by a brisk, rompinir, 
icllve bnIMionr's running and JumpluK 
than city babies do In their swallKul, 
motionless oiitlnR In n liaby earrluRe. 
Alid wlmn really had weather drives 
them In, ns If should do very seldom. 
Ihe country mother tins a prent advnn- 
tnRe In space over a city one. For 
there Is about n farm nearly always 
some corner, a woodshed, a eorner of 
Ihe barn, an attic, or an nnnsed room 
where the little folks may ronu> and' 
play ncllvely. If ne<*essar.v the sacred 
spnre room Is hotter used for this pur- 
pose than kept In Idle emt*llness. And 
all the varieties of handwork are n*- 
Bonrees for rainy days. 

F«(r, ns the children advance beyond 
real l)nbyhood and tlie mere need for 
constant rompInR and cllmhInK and 
rtinnlnR like little animals, tlndr In- 
stinctive desire to use their hiimls In- 
creases, and this Is an Instlix't wlilch 
stionld be encournjred In every possi- 
ble way. .Inst ns tlie wise mother s(*es 
to It that they are provided when ba- 
bies with ample chance to roll and 
kick and tumble, so when they are 
older she Is never more pleased than 
when they are dnitiR somethluR with 
their hands ; and she has all around 
her ample material for beRlnnlni: this 
tmndwnrk. A pan of beans or shelled 
eorn, with n wlde-moutlied bottle and 
n spoon, will keep n two or three-year- 
old hiipity and absorbed for a tong 
time. A pack of cards to he stuiffled 
or used to build houses Is another 
"plnythlnR” which does not need to 
he specially bought. A pan of bran 
and a handful of clothespins occupy 
even a baby of fourteen months ns he 
pushes them Into the closely packed 
bran and pulls them out. A big rag 
doll, the size of a small child. Is easy 
to make and stuff with cotton. 

Many Home-Made Toys. 

And then there afe blocks, peren- 
nial blocks, which need not at all be 
bought from a store. A father with a 
plane and a .saw can plane a couple 
of two-by-four pieces and In about 
half an hour make ns many square or 
oblong blocks (two by four by six 
Inches Is n good size) ns any child 
needs to play with. These large blocks 
not only cost practically nothing, hut 
are much better for the little children 
to use than the smaller expensive 
kind til! are sold; and the set will 
.lutlnst a family of most strenuous chil- 
dren. 

A collection of empty spools of dif- 
ferent sizes is a treasure for the child 
of three, who will rejoice In stringing 
them on a cord passed through a 
bodkin. When he is a little older and 
has acquired skill in this eien’lso he 
may graduate to stringing buttons 
with a real needle and thread. On 
baking days a small lump of dough 
(made less sticky by working more 
flour Into It) which cun be rolletl and 
played with on a hit of smooth hoard 
Is great fun for little folks; and let 
the mother constantly remember that 
any fun which Is secured by using 
the hands dues not only make the 
child happy, but Is of educational 
value. 

On washing day a basin of soapy 
water and some bits of cloth to be 
washed out will All many happy 
minutes. The oilcloth apron Is ns In- 
dispensable fur this play ns for the 
outdoor water play and for clay mod- 
eling. This lust Is perhaps the most 
eternally Interesting of the Indoor oc- 
cuputions for little children. If (he 
clay Is kept on a bit of oilcloth on 
a low table. It is nut an untidy ele- 
ment In a kitchen. 

If drle<l peas are soaked for a few 
hours they are soft enough to be 
pierced with a needle and can be 
strung by four and flve-year-olds Into 
ne<'klaces and bracelets, or they can 
be put together with wooden tooth- 
picks into many fascinating shapt^s. 
*Drl»*d watermelon and sunflower seeds 
ran be used In the same way. A box 
of dried corncobs can convert a free 
corner of the floor Into a farm with 
lug cabin house, rati fences and bums. 

Rag Bag Is a Help. 

A rag bag Into which the children 
may dive and delve Is a reauurce for 
rainy hours, and If the mother is at 
hand to keep an eye on the process 
and tell what colors and materials 
are, to suggest matching theae colors 
and atuffs which are identU'al and to 
make agreeable combinations with 
others, rag-bag hour Is as educational 
as any exercise In a carefully run

generous giving on the part of tho 
groat mercliiints and manufacturers of 
America. It would be an Inju.stlce not 
to odmtt this. 

The Impulse which lends a man to 
forego a salary of seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars per annum or to neglect 
an enormous bu.slnoss for a position 
on the government roll at one dollar 
per year la magnificent. 1 for one am 
not divSposod Jo cavil or criticize by 
saying: “It Is easy to give up a sal- 
ary of that size becanae It argues a 
wealth which Is sufTtclent without It." 

I am willing to grant the fine spirit 
whlch*1bnds men like Baruch, Ro.scn- 
wald, Crane and House to give of their 
time and money and genius to the 
cause for which we are fighting. My 
only care Is to see that I give In the 
same proportion and In the same mood. 

Without doubt there Is less of con- 
scienceless profiteering In this war 
than in either the Civil war or the 
Spanish war, hut having granted this, | 
we arc still confronted with the fact 1 
that there are In America today a i 
great many men seeking ways to levy 
tribute on those who nbo unable to 
elude their demands. 

No Objection to Fair Profit. 

The sliopkeeper no less than the 
manufacturer, the pork-packer »is well 
ns the cotton grower, are in this attack 
on the pockets of the con.-^umer. The 
process in the case of mainifactured 
artlcle.s is simple. Tuke, for conveni- 
ent example, shoes. It Is true that hides 
are .somewhat higher, that lulior is 
costlier, but ns a matter of fact ii j 
few cents will pay for the dllTerence 
in the cost of the sltoes on which the I 
rctnllec now asks a profit of four do)- I 
lars. He 1ms doubled tlie price, not bc- 
exiuse he must but*tjecuuse he can. 
This Is a crime und should be punish- 
ed as such. 

No one will object to n fair profit 
on the part of the uinnufacturer and 
the denier, but to this remorseless prof- 
iteering the government must put a 
stop. It is taking an unfair advantage 
of purchasers who are helpless to pro- 
test — or whose individual protests car- 
ry no weight. 

The profiteering principle extends to 
the smallest articles — a ‘end pencil, for 
another instance. Pencils have gone 
from five to ten cents not because the 
extra lead costs a fraction of a cent 
more, but because to raise the price 
from five cents to a dime Is the deal- 
er’s notion of a proper war profit. 

There is some excuse for a salaried 
man or ,n wage earner who demands 
an Increase in pay, for the leaping cost 
of living Is forcing such demands, but 
there Is no valid excuse for the man 
who merely seeks to increase his prof- 
its. It is a crime against the helpless 
when the dealers und amnufueturers 
deliberately conqpire ugutnst the fam- 
ilies of the soldiers who have gone 
away to fight against a luilitury despo- 
tism. Their families mu.st be protected 
' against the profiteer at home. 

Condemn the Profiteers. 

Much can be dune by the govern- 
ment, by laws rigidly enforced, but still 
more can be done by a system of os- 
tracism, of social condeipimtlon. We 
cun add to the rising splrK of gener- 
ous forbearance by recognizing It 
' wherever we find it, and w*> can make 
! profiteering odious, us well us against 
i)y openly condemning those

[CHAP. 280, ACTS OF 1912] 

AN ACT RELATIVE TO REPORTS 
AND RECORDS OF BIRIVIS. 

Be It enacted, etc., ns follows; 

Section 1. Physicians and mid- 
wivi's shall, within forty-eight hoars 
after the birth of every child In 
cases of which they wore In charge 
mail or deliver to the clerk or regis- 
ter of the city or town in which tho 
birth occurred, a notice stating tha 
date nnd place of tho birth, giving 
Hie street nnd number, if any, tho 
number of a ward in a city and tho 
family name. Fnihiro to mall or do- 
llvcr tho said notice shall bo pun- 
iKhed by a fine not exceeding twon- 
ty-flve dollars for each offense. The 
notich required by this section nood 
not bo given if tho notice requirod 
by the following section is given 
within forty-eiglit liour.s after the 
birth occurs. 

Section 2. Physicians nnd mid- 
wives shall make nnd keep n record 
of tho hirtli of every child in cases 
of whicli they are in cliargo and 
shall, within flfloen days after tho 
liirth: mail or deliver to tho clerk 
or registrar of Hic city or town in 
wliich the liirth occurred, a report 
of tiio liirih, stating the date and 
place, (he name if an.v, of Hie cliild 
its sex and color, nnd Hio names, 
ages, places of liirth, ocenpationa 
and r(‘sidencn of Hio parents, giv- 
ing Hie slreet nunilier, if Hioro lie 
any and Hie nmnlior of a ward in 
a city, tlie maiden name of Hie 
mother, and wlielher or not Hie 
pliysician or mid-wife signing the 
iiirtli return ]ier.sonally attended Hio 
liirtli. If the cliild is illegillmato, 
the name and oilier facts relating to 
Hio fatlier sliall not lie stated ex- 
cept at the request in writing of 
both flio fatlier and Hie moHior filed 
witli Hie return. Tlie record lo ho 
kept liy Hio pliysician or mid-wife, 
as above provided, sliall also contain 
the facts liereby required to ho re- 
ported to tlio city or town clerk.

King Alfonso Will Lead Move to 
Better Sport There. 


Long Time Before Germany and Aua- 
trla Will Regain Standing Among 
Owners, Rldere and Specta. 
tore — Some of the Winners. 

Reforc the war the rnce tracks of 
0«*rmnny and Austria ntlracted many 
foreign owners, riders and spectators, 
hut It will ho a long while before that 
condition Is rcsnniiMl. Tn the menn- 
tlme Spain promises to become n rac- 
ing center that will receive the patron- 
age of many of those who went to 
linn lands. 

The king of Spain, who rnees un- 
der the name of Duke of Toledo, won 
42 races In his own country Inst year, 
and Is said lo he contemplating an In- 
vasion of the British turf, where King 
George V will race under his own 
name and colors next season and has 
three entries In the Derby to bo run 
at Eps<.)m Downs on .Tune 4. 

King Alfonso headed the list of 
winners In his own eonntry, with 
purses amounting to 2.‘>.000 pesetas. If 
the report of the winnings he correct, 
the King <lld not get much of a run for 
his money, or rather, much money for 
his run. ns n peseta Is normally worth 
around one franc, or 2fl cents, and the 
royal intake of $7,000 for the 42 races 
soumls raili(*r feeble. William K. Van- 
derbilt was third on the list of win- 
ners, with Mnrqnis de Vlllninejnr sec- 
ond, Count de CImern-Martorell fourth, 
nml Marquis tie Valderas fifth. 

A Spanish Jockey chib, modeled after 
the .Tockey club of England, Is 
said to he contemplated by King Al- 
ftmso, and right away International 
eoniplleations rise. Then* Is a large 
anil wealthy German and pro-German 
element in Spain which was viciously 
active against the entente allies nil 
through the war. and Is still nt work.

Probably you know by now that 
T hafw been in Belgium sinco leaving 
the Argonne front of France. A week 
in the mud of Flandera gave us a 
chance to see this historical ground, 
made famous by several battles of 
Ypres. A chance to see tho ruined 
village and cathedral of Ypios.

Roy 
had a couple of trips up close to 
the rain of shells and noise of guns, 
and I have told you of evacuation 
work we did (in previous letters) 
hack to Roulers and Stadem. Long 
trips over dark muddy roads, con- 
gested by travel; over bridges hastily 
built, or a mine crater rapidly filled 
in. Then the Division retired back 
a short distance for rest, and then 
Oil the morning of the Armistice were 
again prepared to go over the top. 

After the Armistice the Sanitaiy 
Train retired into Audenarde, and 
here we stayed until last Monday. 
From there coming to this place 
called Iseghem, where we were quar- 
tered on the grounds of a spacious 
chateau, and taking in many of tho 
sights of the place.

Probably nothing could humiliate us 
more than to he forced to admit any 
superior quality In a race for which 
we have a profound loathing and con- 
tempt. And yet It Is a fact that the 
national habit of thrift In Glermnny 
la one secret of Its prolonged resist- 
ance to the combined might of the clv- 
lllxed world. It Is quite true that be- 
fore the war the Germans wore gross 
eaters, but they wasted nothing. The 
moment the elvlllnns were ordered to 
eat less and save the scraps they drew 
In their belts nnd did as they were told. 
It mlglu be dlfllcult to control the 
cravings of tliclr distended stomnclis 
but to scrimp nnd save Involved no 
long apprenticeship, cost them practi- 
cally no effort whatever. 

The same may be said of France. 
While England — ns wasteful n nation 
as our own — was Issuing repeated and 
almost frantic warnings to her people, 
devising constant new methods to con- 
trol their natural extravagance, nnd at 
one time threatened with starvation, 
the French simply went on economiz- 
ing nnd never were In danger for a 
moment, 

I never shall forget my first visit to 
Paris. It was to friend.s, who lived In 
great style, but If I happened to feel 
hungry during the day or when I went 
to bed late, I either had to go hungry 
or satisfy my healthy young appetite 
at a conflserlo. There Is never an ex- 
tra roll In a French household. Ex- 
act rations are bought every morn- 
ing for the day. If there are children 
in the home, who must bo fed between 
meals, that Is provided for, but noth- 
ing whatever for eccentric appetites. 

I rebelled vigorously and denounced 
the French n.% a moan, stingy, economi- 
cal race, my opprobrium extending to 
the Americans who drifted supinely 
into the national habit. 

Easy to Follow Hoover's Rules. 

Little did I think in those days that 
the national habit of thrift and severe 
economy In France was ono of ttiolr 
greatest sources of strength. The na- 
tional debt of France before the war 
was subscribed to almost exclusively 
by the peasant class and lower bour- 
geoisie, people who periodically dug 
Into their stockings and bought a new 
bond. Nothing can exceed the self-de- 
nial of those classes. It was for this 
reason that Le Blen-Et;e du Blesse, 
which was formed at the request of 
the French government to provide del- 
icacies for the wounded soldiers in the 
hospitals of the war zone, was a pri- 
vate organization, the funds to be rais- 
ed by subscription. The men must 
have the tempting and delicate foods 
or die, but if the government had tak- 
en over the task Itself, that would have 
meant another tax, to be followed Im- 
mediately by a popular outcry. To the 
average French mind delicacy rhymes 
with luxury, and it would have been 
impossible to convince the nillllons 
drudging at home that wounded men 
needed what they never had had be- 
fore, ill or well. 

When I lived in Munich I had a 
Swiss maid in whom I had implicit 
(nnd Ju.sflfliihle) 'faith. She would 
come to me periodically and say, 
“Madame, je n’nl plus d'argent.” nnd I 
would hand out several hundred marks. 
That was all I had to do with the 
housekeeping during my seven years’ 
residence In Germany. And yet my in- 
comparable Elsie would never give me 
anything to eat between meals bnt 
zwlebach, which in Germany Is as hard 
as the thrice accursed national heart. 

I have found it comparatively easy 
to follow most of the Hoover rules, for 
I have always eaten meat merely as a 
matter of duty, and took kindly to 
Grabum biscuit with my morning tea. 
Moreover, the bread and butter habit 
at Inncb and dinner I have always 
thought vulgar. But to eliminate waste 
has been a dilTerent matter. Still I 
have in a measure succeeded. There 
Is nothing In the bread box or any- 
where else (except the inevitable boxes 
of Graham biscuit) but the daily ra- 
tion; so that now when I come home 
In the afternoon hungry I either for- 
get it or eat a few ^ore Graham bis- 
cuit — which I shall never look at again 
after the war is over. 

Will Be Greatest Nation. 

I mention this personal experience 
because It Is no doubt that of many 
others. In a short time it will be the 
experience of everj’one In the United 
States; for the way this nation has 
waked up, denied Itself Its customary 
luxuries in order to put the money in- 
to the I.lberty loan and War Savings 
stamps is the most slgniflcaut tiling In 
its history. And as there is sometliiug 
very fascinating about thrift and econ- 
omy after it bus been jiiactlced for a 
time no doubt tbe bubit will be a last- 
ing one, and tbis nation will reach 
belghts of wealth and strength of char- 
acter tli.vt itr. tmmt ardent native ad- 
mirer never would huve ventured to 
pndlct.

We are a government by lawyers and for lawyers. It Is they who are 
responsible for the legislative cure-alls, espionage, unrest and business dis- 
turbance that infest our statute books, for at the source of most every law 
is a lawyer.

Attention of Rural Communities 
Drawn to Necessary Steps In 
That Direction.

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Much remains to be done In rural 
districts, according to the annual re- 
port of the secretary of agriculture, to 
control such pests as mosquitoes and 
the hookworm, to eliminate the 
sources of typhoid fever, and, even 
more, to give the country districts the 
advantage of modem hospitals, nurs- 
ing and specialized medical practice. 

Noting tliat many agencies, some of 
them private enterprises with large 
funds, are working for Improvement, 
the report says that the department of 
agriculture, through Its home demon- 
stration service, is giving valuable aid, 
and the pnbllc-health service Is In- 
creasingly extending its functions. 

To what extent the further projec- 
tion of effort Is a matter for state 
or local action remains to be deter- 
mined, says the secretary, but It 
seems clear that there should be no 
cessation of activities until there has 
been completed in every rural com- 
munity of the Union an effective sani- 
tary service and, through the provi- 
sion of adequate machinery, steps 
taken to control and eliminate tbe 
sources of disease and to provide tbe 
necessary modern medical and dental 
facilities, easily acceaaible to tbe mass 
of the people.

PLANNING THE MEALS. 

For the houaekeeper who "wonder* 
what to have for dinner" — and what 
housekeeper does 
not many times a 
month, a system or 
plan or chart what- 
ever t»ne wishes to 
follow or make, is 
a wonderful aid in 
planning meals. 
The nice thing 
about a chart is that It is always 
growing, new dishes being added and 
various combinations used ‘which will 
keep the interest in it as keen as if 
playing a g^roe of chess. 

It is essential that we so plon our 
meals that we get into a day’s ration 
all the needed nourlsltment to supply 
heat and rebuild tissue. If one meal 
lacks In bodybuilding material, for ex- 
ample, such foods ns meat, eggs, flsh 
and milk, that deficiency may be sup- 
plied In another meal. We must take 
cure tltnt the growing child has plenty 
of milk, butter, eggs, and green vege- 
tables which contain the growtli-pro- 
raotiiig .substances; If these are left 
out of the diet or not sttpplled In 
suflicient (luantlty, the child’s growth 
will he stunted and no mutter how 
carefull.v the diet may be watched 
later in life the weak link will always 
cause trouble. 

To know whether your meals are 
well balanced or not is not a hard 
thing for an ordinary mind to grasp. 
It Is necessary to put some study Into 
it and it would seem tliat a mother 
should feel that it is vitally important. 
B'uel that keeps our bodies warm 
comes from sugar and starchy foods, 
with some from fut. The building ma- 
terial is chiefly found in the animal 
foods such as eggs, milk, meat, cheese, 
but peas, beans and lentils also fur- 
nish some, as well as nuts and com- 
binations of vegetables. Fruits and 
succulent vegetables are needed to 
supply acids and nlknlines to the blood 
— they are body regulators. 

The great advantage of a wide use 
of vegetables is that we are supplied 
mineral matter from them in various 
quantities and kinds, these are abso- 
lutely necessary for healtb. 

In milk, which approaches more near- 
ly the perfect food, we find all the nec- 
essary elements; milk will sustain life, 
although bulk is necessary (obtained 
from coarse foods) for a balanced diet 
after childhood. 

Boot vegetables, of which the potato 
is the best example, are rich In starch, 
containing little or no available pro- 
tein, but the cellulose or fiber is val- 
uable In giving bulk and in holding the 
protein foods in the fiber so that the 
digestive Juices have an opportunity 
to work upon them.

SAVORY DISHES. 

In nil meat dishes the long slow 
cooking hring.s out all the flavor of the 

fi Inellt and makes it fender 
and more easily digested. 
Cooking in an earthen 
eovered dhsli, called a 
casserole is un Ideal way 
of conserving flavor. The 
meat wiili vegetables may 
be put on to cook and In 
a moderate oven may bo 
left for hours witliout any 
further attention. The 
cnick may he set in the eoals of a lire- 
plaee. In the Bsh|)an under the beater 
or on the ledge of the furnace to cook. 

Casserole of Lamb. — Take onw and 
one-half pounds of the neek of luiuh. 
wipe with u dump cloth and place In u 
casserole with two dice«l caiTots, alx 
medium sized onions, three turnips cut 
In naif, houquet of soup herhs, one 
and uiu'-hulf cupfuls of water; cook 
for four hours, add dumplings and cook 
over the heal for ten minutes and 
serve. 

Frle^ Apples. — Wash and core un- 
leeled apples and cook In u hot frying 
I pan in a little sweet fat, when nearl.v 
\ done sprinkle with sugar and brown. 

; Leaving the peeling on ke«‘ps the sllcc.- 
^ from breaking. Serve as a garnish t*- 
a platter of iH>rk chops or sausage. 

Puffy Crackers.— Split tlie Boston 
•rackers and let tliein lie in ice water 
hree or four minutes; they will he so 
water soaked that it will be necessary 
o use a pancake turner to remove 
them to a baking pun. Dot with bits 
of butter and put Into a very hot oven ; 
they will puff up and become crisp and 
delicious. If tliey are to be served 
with soup a little paprika may he 
sprinkled over thtm, or a little grated 
cheese. 

Baked Egg Plant. — Bare and cut a 
small egg plant Into dice, sprinkle with 
j salt and let stand in a colander for 
! one hour, then wash. Barboli until 
; tender, drain and place in a bowl. Into 
a chopping bowl put two onions, one 
green pepper, four stalks of celery, 
wo sprays of parsley sud a buucb of 
thyme. Mince very flue and add two 
cupfuls of cream sauce, oue-italf cup 
u( U(Md crumbs and uue aud oue-haU 
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tcaapoonfuis of salt, one teaspoonfui 
of paprika and one-quarter of a tea- 
spoon of mustard. Mix thoroughly 
and pour Into a baking dish, cover 
with crumbs and cheese and hake 
thirty minutes.

DISHES MANY LIKE. 

Rabbits are plentiful In many lo- 
calities and now with cold weather. 

can be easily shipped In 
the north, or In refrig- 
erator cars to southern 
markets, arriving In good 
eondltlon. Babbit pie 
does not receive prrtper 
consideration, for it Is 
a simple and delicious 
dish when well prepared 
and sen.soncd In cooking. 
After the rahhlt Is skinned, cut It up 
Into sei-\lng sized pieces, wtisli well 
and pnrholl In a little water with a 
tablespoonful of vinegar, a bay leaf 
and slice of onion, a .sprig of parsley 
and a stalk of celery, with plenty of 
pepper and salt to season. When 
tender remove the pieces of rahhlt 
and place in deep pudding dish that 
has been lined witli a rich biscuit 
dough. Pour over a thickened gravy 
made from the liquor in the sauce- 
pan, add a liandful of raisins or a 
spoonful or two of finely chopped cat- 
rots and mushrooms, cover with small 
biscuits prepared from the lining crust 
of the dish and bake until the crust 
at the bottom is well done and tlie 
biscuits brown. 

Potatoes Baked In Custard. — Slice 
cold boiled potatoes lengthwise in 
rather tlilck slices, spread with a thin 
layer of softened butter, sprinkle gen- 
erously with finely minced, strong 
cheese and repeat until the dish is 
nearly full. Prepare a custard by 
using a pint of milk and two eggs, 
salt and paprika to taste, dusting the 
paprika over the top to give it a 
pretty color. Bake in a slow oven 
until the custard is set. Serve as a 
supper dish ; It will be found most 
tasty and nutritious. Slices of bread 
or cold boll^ rice may be served in 
the same way. 

Carrots With Lemon Butter.— Cut 
snail-sized carrots in eightlis length- 
wise, and cook in a small amount of 
water until nearly tender, then add 
a tablespoonful of minced parsley, 
two of butter and one of lemon Juice. 
Steam for twenty minutes until the 
sauce is nearly all absorbed. Ser\’e 
hot as a garnish for mutton chops. 

Choose what you will, within the 
limits of reason, and by exercise of 
the average ability you possess you 
will in time reach your murk.— Mar- 
den. 

FURNACE CDOKING TD SAVE FUEL 

.lust Inside the furnace door In most 
furnaces is u ledge wide enough to 
hold a dish or two 
or u dozen potatoes 
or onions to roast. 
A small i»lece of 
iron laid on the ex- 
treme edge to keep 
the vegeluhles from 
rolling into the tire 
box will he an ad- 
vniitage. All such 
foods should ho frequently turned ns 
they will he apt to burn on one side 
and he uncooked on the other. Unless 
yt)u have the time and are economically 
Inclined and enjoy ambling np and 
down stairs don’t try furnace baking. 
It Is certainly a great saving on gas 
and wood. 

Baking beans on the furnace ledge 
is must successful ; the put must he 
turned occuKlonally and the contents 
stirred. If tlie Iwlge proves too liot on 
tile bottom, put un asliestos mat under 
It. After a few trials bean Imking in 
tile furnace will hiH.‘ome a iiuhit. Cas- 
serole dislies witli ull that may he put 
into lliem in the form uf delicious, 
ong-cooked foods are especially adapt- 
ed to furnace cooking. 

OiduuH left unpeeled and put to 
roust will he teuder, fine-flavored and 
delicious ; serve with a hit of cream 
and butter after peeling off very care- 
fully tile ciiurred eovering. Bice disiies 
coinhiiied with cooked meat, tomatoes 
and st-asoidng, slieplierd's pie, meat 
with musin-d potato covering, macaroni 
and spuglietti disiies are all good 
baked in the furnace. Soups, cereals 
and disiies that need long, slow cook- 
ing, If |*ut into iron pots, will be well- 
cooked on the furnace ledge. 

Spanish Rice.- Brown a sinall, 
shredded oniuu In a tablespoonful uf 
fut, add a cupful of chopi>ed beef and 
stir until browned ; add two cupfuls of 
cooked rice, u cupful of tomato and 
salt, cayenne and iiaprika to taate. 
Bake on the furnace ledge until well 
heated through. 

A dish uf nicely baked apples with 
sugar aud cream fur au accompanl 
uient makes a flue dessert. The apples, 
lu a fireproof dish, will bake on the 
furnace ledge.

The Income Tax drive comes to a 
close on Saturday night, March 15. 

The payments and returns due on 
that date under the provisions of the 
new Revenue Ia»w must bo In the bands 
of local Internal Revenue Collectors 
before their ofllces close that night. 

The Income Tnx Is being collected to 
meet the war expenses. Every person 
who shouted and tooted his horn on 
Armistice Day Is now called upon to 
contribute his share of the (X)st of win- 
ning the war. 

The laggards and the dodgers will 
face severe flues and Jail sentences. 
The Infernal Revenue Bureau an- 
nounces that Its offleers will check us 
all up to see that every person who 
comes within the scope of the lncon)e 
Tax law did his share. 

Where to Pay and File. 

Residents of Massachusetts arc re- 
quired to make their returns and pay 
their taxes to John F. Mallc.v, (MHec- 
tor of Internal Revenue, Boston, Mns-s., 
or to any of his deputy collectors who 
are now doing free advisory work on 
Income Tax. 

Payments sent by mall should be at- 
tached to the returns and sliould be in 
the form of check, money order or 
draft. Cash payments by mall are 
sent at the taxpayer’s risk of loss. 

If you arc unable to make your re- 
turn personally because of illness, ab- 
sence or incopaclty an agent or legal 
representative may make your return. 

If there are any doubtful points ns 
to your items of Income or allowable 
deductions you should get in touch at 
once with a Revenue officer or a bank- 
er for advice. 

Women Pay Tax. 

Women are subject to all the re- 
quirements of the Income Tax. Wheth- 
er single or married, a woman’s Income 
from all sources must be considered. 

If unmarried or if living apart from 
her husband she must make her return 
for 1918 if her net Income was $1,000 
or over. 

If married and living with her hus- 
band her Income must be considered 
with the liusband’s in determining the 
liability for a return. Their Joint in- 
come, less the credits allowed by law, 
Is subject to normal fax. The wife’s 
net income Is considered separately in 
computing any surtax that may be 
due. Husband and wife file Jointly, ns 
a rule. If the husband does not in- 
clude his wife’s income In his return 
the wife must file a goparate return. 

Severe Penalties. 

The new Revenue Law places severe 
penalties on a person who fails to 
make return on time, refuses to make 
return or renders a fraudulent return. 
For failure to make return and pay 
tax on time a flne of not more than 
$1,000 is named and 25 per cent of the 
tux due Is added to the assessment 
For refusing willfully to make return 
or for making a false or fraudulent re- 
turn there is a flne of not exceeding 
$10,0(X) and imprisonment of not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both. 

Farmers’ Income Taxable. 

Every farmer and ranchman who 
had a fair or a good year in 1018 must 
heed the Income 'i'ax iliis year. He 
must consider ail his income as tax- 
able. He is entitled to deduct from 
his gross income all amounts expended 
in currying on Ills farm. The cost of 
farm mucliincry, farm buildings and 
improvements cannot he deducted. 'The 
cost of live stock, either for resale or 
for breeding purposes, is also regarded 
as lavestment. 

Overtime and Bonuses Taxed. 

Salary and wage earners must con- 
sider as taxable every Item received 
from employers and from otlior 
sources. Bonuses and overtime |)uy 
are to be reported as well us the regu- 
lar imynients. 

Allowances for Losses. 

Losses sustained in 1918 and not 
covered by Insnranee are deductible 
items If incurred in tiie taxpayer’s 
business or trade, in any transactlou 
undertaken for prolit or arising from 
fire, storm, sblpwieck or other casu- 
alty or from llieft.

No. 63 by C. F. P. 

With the Am. E. F. 

Somewlipre in llelgiuni, 
Dec. 12.

So much doing there is little time 
for writing. While it is Pence, not 
Wuf, it seems as if there was just 
as much to do, and perhaps a little 
more. I.ately It has heoii moving 
westward hy easy stages,* unpacking 
and then in a few* days, doing it all 
over again, itneking up, etc. And iti- 
cidentally I liave done a little more 
sight seeing, thun formerly, it Itcing 
safSp uo^-, and several good oppoi- 
tiinilies Iiiiviiig presonlod thefhselvc.x.

'Tlieso men 
have had no opportunity to accumu- 
late even the sinnllest of reserve 
funds. As they return most of them 
are in need of immediate employ- 
ment. Although their services have 
entitled them lo special consideration 
they ask only oiiportunll^' to retinn 
to normal oix-upations. 

I desire to cominemi most higiily 
the manner in which Hie employers 
of tho Commoiiw»»alth liavo respon- 
ded to my earnest representations as 
to the duty of taking back into their 
foiiner positions any and all men 
wlio left employment for the inilftary 
or naval service.

rCHAP. 280, ACTS OF 1912] 

AN ACT* RELATIVE TO REPORTS 
AND RECORDS OF BIRTHS. 

Bo it enacted, etc., na follows: 

Section 1. Physicians and mld- 
wlvoa shall, wltiiin forty-eight haiirs 
after tlio hirtli of every child in 
cases of which they wore In charge 
mail or deliver to tho clerk or regis- 
ter of tlio city or town In which the 
birth occurred, a notice stating tho 
date and place of tlio birth, giving 
tho stivet and number, if any, the 
number of a ward In a city and tho 
family name. Falltiro to mail or do- 
livor tho said notice shall bo pun- 
Ihliod by a flno not excooding twon- 
ty-flvo dollars for each offun.se. The 
notico required by tills section nood 
not bo given if tho notico roqtiirod 
by the following section Is given 
within forty-olgiit hours nftor tho 
birth occurs. 

Section 2. Physicians and mld- 
wlvos shall make and keep a record 
of the birth of every child In cases 
of which they are In cliargo and 
shall, wlUiin fifteen days after the 
birth : mail or deliver to tho clerk 
or registrar of tho city or town in 
which the birth occurred, a report 
of tho birth, stating 'the date and 
place, tho numo if any, of tho child 
its sex and color, and tho names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations 
and residonco of the parents, giv- 
ing tho street number, if there bo ' 
any and the number of a ward In 
a city, the ira.ldeu namo of the 
mother, and whethor or not tho 
pliysiclan or mid-wife signing tho 
iiirtli return personally attendod tho 
birth. If (ho child is illegitimate, 
tho namo and other facts relating to 
tho father shall not ho stated ex- 
cept at (ho request in writing of 
hotli tho father and llio mother filed 
witli the return. The renord to bo 
kept by tlie physician or mid-wife, 
as above provided, sliall also contain 
tlio facts lioreby required JlO bo re- 
ported to (lie city or town dork. 
Tho foe of tlto physician or inid-wifo 
shall ho twcnty-livo conts for every 
Iiirtli so reported, whloli shall bo 
paid hy tlio city or town whore tho 
report .is made upon presentation 
to the city or town treasurer of n 
certifleato' from the city or town 
clerk slating tliat the said birth 
has been properly roported to him. 
The report required to he made by 
this section is in addition to tho 
report required to be made by the 
preceding section, and as above pro- 
vided, if made within forty-eight 
hours of tho birth, the report re- 
quired by the preceding section shall 
' not bo requirnd. A physician or 
* midwife who neglects to make and 
keep tho record hereby required, or 
i who neglncts to report in the man- 
ner specified above, each birth with- 
in fifteen days thereafter ^shall for 
, each offence forfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding twenty-live dollars. Tho 
I city or town, clerk or registrar shall 
file dally with the local board of 
health a list of all births roported 
to him giving tho following facts; 
date of hirth, sex, color, family name, 
residence, ward, physician or mid- 
wife. 

Section 3. Section three of chap- 
tor twenty-nine of the Revised Laws, 
a.t amended Ity chapter nlncty-tliroe 
of the acts pf the year ninotoon hun- 
dred and ton is horoliy repealed.

"TtuTt was my Imnd. It wns cut 
off In til* JunRics of llnnky-l'oo, where 
I tried to murder n rriir of the world’s 
most fiyumis scientists. Oh. you got 
to Rive It to Tom. lie was a IiIr top 
spieler. This was his stuff, I know It 
by heart : 

" ’l/ook ! Look ! txiok !' he’d yell and 
hold up tlia^ skull. 

"The crowd wotild come on the gal- 
lop. After a couple or three women 
had fainted In the crush of people 
who were afraid they’d miss a free 
pike at somethlnR, he would begin : 

’’’Upon the in-.side, la-dles and gen- 
tel-men, Is the mar-vel-us r.n-o-lng-i-cal 
spess-l-mnn brought here this week for 
.vour approval by your own govern- 
ment — the United States of America.’ 

"Then he’d wave the head. 

" 'While searching for orang- 
utangs In the Himalayan junglea of 
Hanky-Poo, where the most mammoth 
species of the beasts abound, a party 
led by Prof. .Tules Le Pax, the noted 
French scientist, of whom .vou all have 
heard, came upon a huge, hairy being, 
the largest orang utang the scientists 
ever had seen. 

“ ‘Like the enraged monster It was. 
It leaped from a tree with murder In 
Its heart. After a bloody battle In 
which two men were struck dead with 
trees which the brute uprooted and 
hurled at the members of the party. 
Prof. Le I’ax, with one swoop of

" ‘Prof. Le Pax presented It to 
the French government, which turned 
It over to the French Society for 
Si-lentiflc Uesearch, and after the In- 
fluence of our greatest diplomats wns 
brought to bear, It was leased by the 
United States. A bond of half a mil- 
lion dollars wns deposited by the treas- 
urer of this nation, guaranteeing the 
safe return of the monster, and the 
beast Is now being displayed to cer- 
talned favored communities. 

“ ’The Headless Hottentot Is se- 
curely caged ; loaded with chains so 
there Is no danger, and any little child 
may view with safety this marvelous 
educational exhibit In the amphithea- 
ter behind me. It’s a government ex- 
hibit, ladies and gentlemen, and Just 
to cover the traveling expenses the 
government authorises us to charge 
only a dime — ten cents— for every ad- 
mission ticket which you can purchase 
from the lady at my left. Here’s his 
head. Go in and see the living, breath- 
ing body.’ 

“And tlie way they would fight to 
get up to pay a dime to see me wns 
enough honor to last me all my life. 
Tom would come inside and give an- 
otlier lecture. I’d try to hatter down 
the bars, tear round the cage Just as 
If I could strangle a bull with one 
hand.’ 

“At night Tom would unlock the pad- 
lock that hold the chains on me, un- 
hook me, and we’d go to our hotel and 
count our money. We saved nearly a 
thousand dollars in three weeks. We 
landed here three days ago, and have 
been playing to all the Itubes in the 
world, it looked like to me. 

“About four hours ago, after the 
show was closed. Tom came round. 
But he didn’t unlock the cage. He 
stood In front and laughed. 

“ ‘What’s the Joke?’ says I. 

“ ‘It’s on you,’ he answers, sort of 
pert. ‘I’m going to leave town with 
the capital stock.’ 

“And, laughing fit to kill, lie turned 
out the gasoline lights and walked 
out of the tent. 

“I thought he was fooling, but he 
wasn’t. I waited about an hour for 
him to come back. There I was chain- 
ed In the cage in tliut dark tent 
and nobody round.
